Schaefer who handled the matter 
of comparison of the various val- 
uations and Mr. Nelson K. Brown, 
who recited interesting statistics 
therewith. In this connection a 
was learned that the Committee 
had considered one street in each 
of the six precincts, using this as 
an illustration of what the over- 
all situation might be judged. In 
summing up the total figures he 
gave the number as some 580 tax- 
payers who were carrying the 
"load" in raising the increased 
revenue.

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historical background of this or- 
ganization. There are many wo- 
men whose untiring efforts pro- 
moted the growth of the Winches- 
ter Women's Club. Foremost a- 
m ong these is Mrs. Alonzo F. 
Woodside, who founded the club in 
the fall of 1922. 

It is not an easy task pioneer- 
ing in what could be called "a 
man's world." These women were 
striving valiantly to stimulate in- 
terest in the policies of govern- 
ment. Theirs was a perseverance 
and enthusiasm which never wav- 
ered in the face of opposition. The 
matter of organization was all- 
important. On it depended the fu- 
ture success of the club. It was 
realized that the vastness of the 
Republican vote of women would 
be of no great value unless the 
women united in effort. The pur- 
pose of this women's division of the 
Republican Party was to reach ami 
educate the individual voters, 
thereby expanding the political or- 
ganization and encouraging civic, 
educational and political activity.

The Citizens Com- 
mittee who sponsored and conduct- 
ed this protest meeting over the 
method and policy of the Hoard of 
Assessors in its new and previous- 
ly untried system <>t' valuing, may 
not feel that its efforts and labors 
are in vain. Not only that but the 
Committee is to be praised for its 
skillful handling of a highly ex- 
plosive and controversial matter. 
If this mass meeting was not the 
largest in the Town's history, it 
was at least the largest in recent 
years. Its conduct was admirable. 
The subject was handled ably. Our 
congratulations to this Committee. 
Not only was the grievance force- 
fully and impassionately present- 
ed, but it was done without per- 
sonalities, ami Chairman Clark's 
tact and ability successfully eli- 
minated any individual grudges 
from being aired. We should not 
give Chairman Clark the whole 
laurel wreath however. His col- 
leagues certainly gave some of the 
old fellows who have run town af- 
fairs for some time an illuminating 
insight into what we can produce 
If necessary.

Some of the political campaign 
issues of 1948 will be "The Mar- 
shall Plan"— "Lower Taxes"— "In- 
vestigations of "New Deal' Spend- 
ing" — "War Contracts" — and 
"Communists in Government Of- 
fices". Any one of these could be 
sufficient material to make the 
usual national campaign appear 
like a lawn party; but, look now at 
the real issue, — swallowed bait, 
hook, and sinker by the New Deal:- 

The Taft-Hartley Law, (vetoed 
by President Truman but passed 
overwhelmingly over his head by 
both the Senate and the House), is 
still violently opposed by New 
Dealers. This will defeat the New- 
Deal so badly in 11)48 that it will 
never recover, as such. This one is- 
sue is such an unbelievable "break" 
for the Republican Party that 
every candidate for office of that 
Party must have a great sense of 
political security concerning it. 

Of course, there will be some 
Republican candidates, who still 
believe they must have the support 
of any or all minorities to be elect- 
ed; hut, even in such cases 
their Democratic opponent take 
the other side, the results will at 
least be amusing. Watch the num- ; 
ber of votes cast in any such Dis- 
trict! 

The Taft-Hartley issue will be 
so well understood that it will al- 
most be said to include several 
other vital issues with it, i. e., — • 
Radicals of all degrees. Commu- 
nists, many Labor Bosses, and the 
"Fringe of Fellow Travelers" will 
be bedfellows — and all such will 
become the known leaders in this 
issue and thus be identified as 
"IT." This can only be harmful 
to the best interests of workers — 
the innocent bystanders. This 
mistake in political stategy by the 
New Deal High Command will go 
down in history as probably the 
biggest political blunder ever made 
by any major party. 

Now the attempts to smoke- 
s( recti the real issue, such as "The 
Enslavement of Labor" "The 
Abrogation of Labor's Rights"— 
and "Murder by the Economic 
Royalists" will not prevail as they 
did in the "Smear Campaign" of 
1932, not simply because these are 
not facts but from the practical, 
hard, political fact that these at- 
tempts will be blessed by leadership 
apparently not in sympathy with 
all American beliefs, especially as 
they pertain to world affair- at the 
time of the campaign 

The tremendous results of the 
passage of the "Barnes Rill", in 
Massachusetts, (even carrying 
labor centers two to one), should 
have been warning enough. The 
public has no intention of harming 
Labor's rights, nor will it; but, it 
now lias been able to separate the 
lights of Labor from the assumed 
desires of Unions, and that is the 
issue.

The proclamation of a West Ja- 
va state, independent of the post- 
war Indonesian Republic, marks a 
potential new division in the rich- 
est and most densely populated is- 
land of the Netherlands Indies. 

Slim, elongated Java, together 
with the small adjacent island of 
Madoera, contains nearly 50,000,- 
000 people, notes the National 
should ' !c-o«Titphii- Society. In town and 
village, as well as before lonely- 
bamboo huts framed by tropical 
jungle, small brown children 
swarm in evidence of a birth rate 
that has nearly doubled within the 
last half century. 

Sundanese in West 
The main groups are Javanese, 
Madoerese, and Sundanese. It is 
the Sundanese, of the southwest 
Java highlands, who are involved 
in the current split. Population 
estimates for them range from K,- 
500.000 to 12,(KM),00(). 

The nearly 30,000,000 Javanese, 
concentrated in northwest central 
and eastern areas, are in the ma- 
jority. The Madoerese are found 
chiefly on the island from which 
the name is taken, ami on the 
nearby Java mainland. 

Of Malay extraction, the three 
Indonesian groups are typically- 
short and slender, with broad, flat 
faces and straight or wavy black 
hair. The Sudanese are darker 
and stockier. Butterfly. -like sa- 
rongs, ear rings, and flowers in the 
hair are worn. 

Mohammedanism is nominally 
the prevailing faith. But this for- 
mal religion, superimposed on a 
previous Hindu culture, interferes 
little with widespread spirit and 
ancestor cults. 

New Sundanese Capital 
The capita! of the newly-de- 
clared state of the Sundanese is at 
Bandoeng, Java's third city. At 
an altitude of 2,400 feet in the 
western heart of the island, it long 
offered a coo] retreat from the 
steaming coastal capital, Batavia, 
in the northwest, and the port and 
naval base of Soerabaja, in the 
east. 

Under Netherlands administra- 
tion, some government offices 
were transferred from Batavia to 
Bandoeng, In and near the modern 
hill city, too. were established the 
island's largest quinine factory, 
a powerful radio station, hydro- 
electric works, and other European 
plants and plantations which have 
been the subject of recent negotia- 
tions between the Indonesian Re- 
public and the Royal Netherlands 
government. 

The Preanger districts around 
Bandoeng are a natural hothouse 
of production, outstanding even in 
the rich, volcano-fertilized island 
of Java. Rice, corn, and tobacco 
grow abundantly. The region has 
been an important center for cul- 
tivation of tea. coffee, and cincho- 
na bark, the source of quinine.

w a >' tint, under consideration at an 
Aiil'Io - American conference a t 
Washington, concerns a small area 
whose enormous coal wealth and 
industrial development have made 
it one of the Old World's key spots. 

The area straddles and takes its 
name from the winding Ruhr River 
in northwest Germany, near junc- 
tion with the Rhine, notes the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. The 
Ruhr's main stretch is only 4(1 
miles long, yet there is found Eu- 
rope's outstanding concentration 
of mines, mills, power plants, man- 
ufacturing centers, canals, and 
railways. 

Workshop and Arsenal 
Such familiar industrial names ! 
us Essen, Dortmund, Bochum, and 
Gelsenkirchen are reminders that 
the Ruhr was Europe's peacetime 
Workshop, Its cities held nearly 
5,000,000 people. As Germany's 
chief arsenal and laboratory in ' 
World War II. the region was a 
major objective of Allied bombing, 
from which it still bears the marks. 

Smoking by day. flaming by : 
night, the Ruhr in action formed 
an almost continuous chain of 
Mast furnaces, foundries, chemical 
plants, railway shops, and mining 
works. Where the Ruhr River 
meets the Rhine, Duisburir was 
noted as Europe's leading river 
tort, Its annual prewar tonnage 
rivaled that of many great sea- 
ports. 

The coal mines of this Mat "black 
country" accounted for three char- 
ters of Germany's total production 
before the war. With the largest

Iron Ore Mined on Spot 

Much of the iron ore consumed 
in Ruhr factories also has been 
mined in the vicinity, a valuable 
supplement to imports from 
France and Sweden. After coal 
mining, iron and steel making is 
the second industry of the region. 
In normal times, it was an import- 
ant factor in meeting Europe's 
heavy- industry needs. 

In 1938. rolled steel from the 
Ruhr nearly equalled that of the 
remainder of Europe, with the ex- 
ception of Russia and England. 
Tools, engines, farm implements, 
ship frames, bridge steel, and loco- 
motives, along with safety pins 
and roller skates, all figured in the

When you are sick in the Win- 
chester Hospital, and your doctor 
comes to your bedside, chats for a 
few minutes, listens to your chest 
a few more minutes, and walks out 
with a word of encouragement, do 
you realize just how much he has 
given you that day?

from the laboratory. Is there an 
unexpected rise in your tempera- 
ture, which he cannot explain? He 
shows your chart to one of the 
other physicians in the room; they 
discuss it; still it is not clear. He 
ask- the nurse if one of the intern- 
ists, or perhaps a surgeon, is on 
the floor. Your doctor shows your 
chart to his colleague, and again 
a consultation ensues. Still not sat- 
isfactory. "Let's ask Dr. what 

he thinks of it." Eventually there 
is agreement and a decision is 
reached that this or that caused 
the unexpected fever and this or 
that should he the treatment. A fur- 
ther laboratory test may be decid- 
ed upon or additional x-rays. All 
this means that your case had the 
benefit of several consultation* 
that day of which you were not 
aware, by doctors who do not even 
know whose case they have dis- 
cussed. 

When his hospital rounds are fin- 
ished, your physician usually goes 
to the Surgery, where a general 
medical meeting is going on most 
of the forenoon. One doctor tells 
of an unusual case he saw that 
day. another of a new drug he has 
tried, another asks advice about a 
patient, perhaps in the hospital, 
perhaps at home. The surgeon 
steps in from the operating room 
ami tells what operation he has 
just performed; he may show a 
diseased organ ho has just removed 
and give a history of the case. The 
obstetrician, the internist, the ped- 
iatrician, the orthopedist, all drop 
in and talk medicine. 

One morning every month there 
is a clinical meeting in Obstetrics, 
followed by a second clinical meet- 
ing in Medicine or Surgery. On 
the second Tuesila-- of each month 
there is a meeting at which two 
or three cases are presented and 
discussed at length. These are 
case-- usually interesting and in- 
structive, and the meetings are 
very well attended. 

There i< never a day that your 
doctor does not learn something 
more about medicine, and the short 
visit at your bedside may have fol- 
lowed an hour spent in consulting 
over y our case. He lias brought to 
you not only his own professional 
judgment but that of several other 
members of the stalf. This means 
that whether you are ill in the Hos- 
pital or in your home, you receive 
better medical care because then- 
is a Winchester Hospital.

The Assessors were given the 
opportunity to state then side of 
the controversy and Mr, J. Waldo 
Bond of the board responded. In 
his talk he stated that there were 
many requests for abatement 
which had not yet been acted upon 
and was inclined to think that 
some of these might be favorably 
considered. Taken up on this, he 
denied that any attempt might be 
made to abate them all. He also 
touch upon the moral aspect of the 
situation. 

In concluding his remarks Mr. 
Bond called upon Town Counsel 
Vincent P. Clarke, who was in the 
audience. Town Counsel Clarke 
spoke in defense of the Assessors, 
Out since all agreed that this group 
was composed of thoroughly repu- 
table citizens and his endeavors to 
round out tax comparisons did not 
appear conclusive, his remarks 
were brief. 

Chairman Clark outlined the 
methods the taxpayers had lor re- 
dress under three heads of appeal, 
a petition to the Superior or the 
Supreme Court and a request to 
the Assessors to rectify the situ- 
ation. He said: 

The next matter before us is— 
what can be done? 

First: 

An individual taxpayer may, 
within three months after receiv- 
ing notice from the Board of As- 
sessors of its refusal to abate his 
tax. appeal to the Appellate Tax 
Board We feel that because of 



the slim chances of success for such 
an appeal and because of the pos- 
sible expense involved in prosecut- 
ing such an appeal as compared 
with the amount of increased taxes 
to be paid — we feel that there is 
little to recommend the taxpayer's 
using this remedy. However, the 
rijrht is open to everyone to try it 
and we believe that anyone who 
wants to undertake this remedy 
should feel free to do so. 
Second: 

It may be possible for a group 
of taxpayers — not less than 10 — to 
tile a petition in the Superior or 
the Supreme Judcial Court to 
prevent the raising and collecting 
of increased revenue in this man- 
ner on the ground that assessments 
have not been apportioned and that 
the taxes collected thereon have 
been inequitably levied. The ex- 
pense of such a proceeding could 
be met by a small contribution 
from each" interested taxpayer, 

The Winchester Citizens' Com- 
mittee neither opposes nor con- 
demns the pursuit of either of 
these two courses of action. It is 
the right of every citizen to pre- 
sent his grievances to the Courts 
or to the Administrative Tribunals 
of his government. 
Third: 

We can respectfully request the 
Hoard of Assessors to make an im- 
mediate reduction of all 1947 resi- 
dential real estate assessment in- 
creases to their 1946 assessment 
levels and to abate the taxes there- 
on accordingly. We have been ad- 
vised that such immediate abate- 
ments would not embarrass the 
town's ability to meet its 1947 fin- 
ancial obligations. As of Sept. 25, 
1947 -last Thursday— the Hoard of 
Assessors advised that there was 
$16,881 in the Overlay. This would 
probably be insufficient to provide 
for all 'desired abatements, How- ! 
ever, any deficiency could, if nec- 
essary, be carried over to 1948 
since' the Town Treasurer, at the 
annual Town meeting this year, 
was authorized, with the approval 
of the Selectmen, to borrow in an- 
ticipation of revenue of the finan- 
cial year- beginning Jan. 1, 1947 
and Jan. 1. 1948. In such a way. 
this inequitable burden on only a 
group of Winchester taxpayers can 
be removed by an equitable tax 
contributions in 1048 from all Win- 
chester taxpayers. 

A fourth course of action is to 
seek an immediate or early revalu- 
ation and re assessment of the en- 
tire town by an independent or- 
ganization of expert appraisers 
We have been advised that other 
towns have successfully resorted to 
this method and if done often 
enough -say every 10 years it 
should enable the Winchester Board 
,,|- Assessors to apportion taxes 
fairly and equitably. The valua- 
tions of such an independent or- 
ganization of experts would not be 
binding upon the Board of Asses- ; 
sors but would assist the Board in 
reaching it* own valuations. We 
have not had time to ascertain 
definitely the cost of such a re- 
valuation, but from such informa- 
tion as we have received, the cost 
would probably average from $4 
to $(') per assessed parcel. Based on 
an approximation of 4500 such par- 
eels, the total cost might then be 
froni $18,000 to $27,000. Since the 
Board of Assessors is reported to 
have had an Overlay of $20.0811 to 
start the year, it can be argued 
that the town can easily afford 
such an expenditure for peace 
every 10 years. 

The revaluation of the entire 
town by an independent organiza- 
tion of experts has been suggested 
not only as an alternative to the 
refusal of the Board of Assessors 
to make the requested reductions. 

but also in addition to whatever 

the Board decide- to do. The Win- 
chester Citizens' Committee be- 
lieves there is merit in the sug- 
gestion and proposes to look into 
t he matter further 
Fifth: 

It has been suggested that u e 
seek legislative relief— not only in 
the immediate matter of Winches- 
ter assessments— but also in the 
larger Held Of amending the stat- 
utes so that Boards of Assessors 
will be specifically required to as- 
sess property and apportion taxes 
on the basis of a fair comparative 
cash valuation for all properties. 
It can be seen that — under the 
present law— if many Boards of 
Assessors exercise their powers as 
indiscreetly as we think the Win- 
chester Board has — good govern- 
ment in many towns, and even in 
the Commonwealth may be hard 
put to answer the charges of tax 
inequality and discrimination. 

This suggestion of legislative 
relief is now being studied and the 
Winchester Citizens' Committee 
proposes to undertake such action 
along this line as it is able to. 

Tin meeting closed with ques- 
tions from the floor and the as- 
surance that the Committee will 
' continue to give the question its 
close attention. As matters now 
stand the replies from the Select- 
men and Assessors are awaited.

yet, the action of the Board of As- 
sessors in increasing, almost ex- 
clusively, the assessments of the 
recent purchasers, has created dis- 
crimination and tax inequalities in 
Winchester to add to their burden 
and bitterness. For illustration — 
I have, for 10 years, owned a 7- 
room house and land assessed at 
$7,000. In 194<3 you bought the 5- 
room house next door— an older 
house with less land around it — 
for sn.o'io. When you bought it, 
your house was assessed for $t5 r <500, 
and now the Assessors have raised 
your assessment to ?980O. Atiyui*, 
expert or layman, looking at the 
two properties, would say that the 
"fair cash value" of my property 
was greater than yours. Yet it 
co>ts you. owning a less valuable 
taxable asset than 1. more tax mo- 
ney to live in Winchester. Why? 
Here's another illustration: 
I owned my property in Win- 
chester from I92» to 1946. My as- 
sessment remained at $7,000, from 
1029 to 19411. In 1940, I sold the 
property to you for $14,000, and 
went to Florida. This year the 
Assessors increase 1 the assessment 
on the property to $9800. If I had 
continued to own the property in 
1947, my assessment would have 
remained at $7.i>i|ii. Why should 
it cost you, owning the same tax- 
able asset as I did. more money to 
live in Winchester that it would 
<'ost me if 1 had not sold? 
Here's another 

Three months ago I put my 
property on the market for $20,- 
001), I've owned this property for 
many vear- and it has been and is 
now assessed for $8,000. You of- 
fer me $18,000, but since that is- 
n't enough to permit me to buy 
that new little two and a half 
room job. l turn down your offer 
and later withdraw my property 
from the market. I keep on pay- 
ing taxi - on a "fair cash value" of 
$8,000, but il sou had purchased 
the property for $18,000. the As- 
sessors would have jumped the 
"fair cash value", under the pres- 
ent scheme of things, to $12,600. 
and it would cost you, owning the 
same taxable asset as I. more mo- 
ney to live in Winchester. Why? 

These an- illustrations designed 
to point up the discriminatory and 
inequitable enforcement of the lax 
laws confronting new and prospec- 
tive home owners in Winchester. 
These examples ale mild compared 
I to many of the actual cases report 1 -

We do not question the need for 
1 increased revenue for Winchester, 
for the County, and for the Com- 
monwealth, We concede that the 
price of good government i- gen- 
erally worth paying. Hut we have 
not been persuaded that Winches- 
ter's share of that increased rev- 
enue that Winchester's price for 

good envernineiit ought to be col- 
lected out of the pockets of a mi- 
nority of Winchester residents. 
Our position wa- (dearly summar- 
ized in an editorial appearing in 
Tin- Bo-ton Traveler of Wednesday, 
Sept. 24 last. I am quoting part 
of that editorial 

"The rate of taxation should bear 
a direct relationship to the value 
of the property taxed. The value 
of the property is something in- 
trinsic and not something deter- 
mined by the latest sale price, al- 
though that i- a valuable criterion 
in normal times. 

"If two house- stand side by side 
and one is as good as the other, 
one should not carry a higher valu- 
ation than the other merely be- 
cause it has been sold during an 
inflated real estate market and the 
other has not. 

"If it costs more to run a town 
than it did before, all who pay 
taxes should share the increased 
burden. Unquote 

Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 59, Section 38, provide— 
"The assessors of each city and 
town shall, at the time appointed 
therefor, make a fair cash valua- 
tion of all the estate, real and per- 
sonal, subject to taxation therein." 

The courts id' this Common- 
wealth have held that the standard 
of fair cash value cannot be varied 
by public officers or by agreement 
of parties. Massachusetts courts 
have also held that fair cash value 
is determined by a consideration of 
all those elements which make the 
property attractive for valuable 
use to one under no compulsion to 
purchase but yet willing to buy for 
a fair price, attributing to each 
element of value the amount which 
that element adds to the price like- 
ly to be offered by such a buyer. 
Although it has been held that re- 
cent sales of property is evidence 
of value for assessors to take into 
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consideration, it has also been held 
that taxable value does not rest 
finally upon commercial disaster or 
prosperity. 

We have been told that, during 
the late depression when many 
properties were purchased in Win- 
chester at prices below their asses- 
sed valuations, the Winchester 
Board of Assessors declared it 
could not follow fluctuations in the 
real estate market and generally 
refused to reduce assessments ac- 
cordingly. If the Board could not 
go down then, why does it go up 
now ? 

Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 41. Section 29. provide— 
"Any person chosen to assess taxes 
or to determine or to assist in de, 
termining the value of property 
for the purpose of taxation shall, 
before entering upon the perform- 
ance of his duties, take the follow- 
ing oath: 

I. having been chosen to assess 
taxes and estimate the value of 
property for the purpose of tax- 
ation for the Town of (blank I 
for the year ensuing, do swear 
that I will truly and impartially, 
according to mv best skill and 
judgment, assess and appotion 
all such taxes as I may during 
that time assess, that I will 
neither overvalue nor undervalue 
any property subject to taxation, 
anil that I will faithfully per- 
form all the duties of said office." 
If any of you is aggrieved by 
an increased assessment and want 
to contest it, you must file an ap- 
plication for abatement with the 
Board of Assessors before tomor- 
row night. Then, if the Board de- 
nies your application or fails to act 
upon* it within a certain period 
time, you have three months in 
which to appeal from the Hoard's 
decision. 

It is not enough for the Board 
of Assessors to tell aggrieved lax- 
payers that it can assess them at 
100", of the price they pay fori 
their property if it so desires. It 
is not enough for the Board to say 
that 70' '< —or 80'; — or 90' ', of re- 
cent purchase prices represents the 
fair cash value of the residential 
property recently purchased. Un- 
less the Board accurately deter- 
mines the present market value of 
every pice,, of residential property 
in Winchester and then applies its 
formula to every such piece of 
property, it is not estimating 
values impartially and apportioning 
taxes among all Winchester prop- 
erty owners. 

We are advised by some of those 
taxpayers who have had interviews 
with the Board of Assessors that 
there was talk of the inflated dollar 
being the cause of their troubles. 
Apparently the theory of the As- 
sessors is that if you buy property 
with the inflated dollar, you 
shouldn't object to inflated assess- 
ments. As far as I am concerned, 
the inflated' dollar is the direct off- 
spring of our old friend, the bal- 
oney dollar- and if you slice the 
inflated dollar you will find- you 
guessed it baloney. 

So far we haven't heard the old 
gag that this inequitable tax bur- 
den is justified because "After all, 
we only owe it to ourselves." If 
anybody tried that one on some of 
you Winchester taxpayers, he's apt 
to collect a punch in the nose. 

It has also been said that 90' ; 
of the Massachusetts' cities and 
towns are doing the same thing as 
the Board of Assessors is doing in 
Winchester.

Proposed New Site for West Side Elementary School 



The Winchester School Commit- 
tee is unanimous in the opinion 
that a new elementary school on 
the west side of town is imperative 
in the near future in order to re- 
lieve the congestion existing in the 
Wyman School and that the con- 
struction of this school should have 
priority in the school building pro- 
gram. 

The Special Election held last 
spring as the result of a referen- 
dum petition defeated the proposed 
issue of bonds for the building of 
the school on the lot owned by the 
Town on Emerson road by a wide 
margin. That vote was beclouded 
by important issues such as the ad- 



visability of postponing construc- 
tion because of existing high costs 
of such work wide differences of 
opinion as to costs and the suit- 
ability of the site 

If the site were an important 
stumbling block, the School Com- 
mittee wished to remove that diffi- 
culty in order to pave the way for 
early construction. Accordingly, 
the chairman appointed a sub-com- 
mittee consisting of ("apt. Richard 
M. Rush and Mr. William .1. Speers, 
Jr.. to investigate the availability 
of alternate sites. 

The report of that sub-commit- 
tee stated, in effect, that the Pond 
property lying to the south of 



High street and long recognized as a 
desirable site but thought unavail- 
able, could be purchased and pre- 
pared at a cost promising consider- 
able saving to the Town as com- 
pared to the Emerson road site. 

A drawing showing the f>4 acres 
comprising the new alternative 
site is printed above. It lies near 
the top of the hill to the south of 
High street between Westland ave- 
nue and Emerson road, approxi- 
mately 1100 feet from the Emer- 
son road lot now owned by the 
Town. For school purposes it is 
deemed by th,. School Commit tee 
superior to the latter. 

After careful study of the sub-

committee's proposal, the School 
Committee recommended to the 
Board of Selectmen that a special 
Town Meeting be called to deter- 
mine whether the Town prefers 
purchase of this site for the new 
school or desires to use the Emer- 
son road site. If purchase of the 
new site is voted, a new Building 
Committee will be requested, for 
the purpose of bringing in plans at 
the next Annual Town Meeting. 
The School Committee has voted to 
recommend purchase of the Pond 
property. 

Details of the offering price are 
now being worked out with the 
owners and will announced to 
the Town as soon as possible.

In connection with the insurance 
carried by the Town under the 

resent "blanket" policy it is in- 
teresting to note that in case of a 
loss the Town, in a town meeting, 
must pass a vote to appropriate 
money for the loss sustained. The 
recent fire in the office at Wild- 
wood Cemetery illustrates, in a mi- 
nor way, what must be done. In this 
fire the Department lost all but one 
of its mowers, most of its tools and 
the important item, a lowering de- 
vice for burials together with the 
artificial grass. It is reported that 
terms for the insurance adjustment 
have been arranged and the money 
is ready for the Town. The re- 
placement of equipment and other 
loss now must await, the vote of 
the Town, since all insurance 
money is paid to the Town. Mean- 
while the Cemetery Department is 
practically idle and while it has 
oeen lucky enough to borrow a low- 
ering device from the adjoining ci- 
ty of Medford, other equipment 
awaits the Town vote. Apparent- 
ly if a similar loss had occurred 
early in the summer a special town 
meeting would have to lie called 
before the Department could even 
start on replacement, which might 
take months. This condition ap- 
pears to he wrong, Winchester 
seldom has a Town fire, but if, say 

he fire house burned down, could 
the Town await a specially called 
town meeting before starting on 
any replacement'.'

The true meaning of this complete- 
ly escapes me. Just what is the 
"possible" expense involved — has 
anyone in the Citizens' Committee 
bothered to rind out? "As compar- 
ed to the amount of increased taxes 
to be paid" — this statement, if it 
has any meaning at all, clearly 
states that this entire controversy 
is caused because the members of 
the committee are reluctant to pay 
an increase of $4.90 (Four dollars 
and ninety-nine cents) in taxes, a 
point that will be ptoven later if 
we are willing to accept the com- 
mittee's statement at its face value. 
"We feel that there is little to rec- 
ommend the taxpayers' using this 
remedy." Why? The "slim chance 
of success" — "the cost as compared 
to the amount of increased taxes?" 
I thing not; and ask— what is the 
committee's objection to the Ap- 
pellate Tax Board? Could it be 
that they are in competition with 
the Board? On this charge alone 
the members of the committee 
have been aggrieved because in 
most instances the "cost would be. 
you guessed it" the same price it 
tost to join the Winchester Citi- 
zen's Committe( — $2.00 (Two dol- 
lars) if you live in the house in 
question and $5.00 (Five dollars) 
if you do not. Why did the commit- 
tee withhold this information? 
Why did the president, in his re- 
marks to those assembled and in 
his remarks appearing in the press, 
withhold this information substi- 
tuting in its place "we feel there is 
little to recommend the taxpayers' 
using this remedy"? 
Second: 

The Superior or the Supreme 
Judicial Court. "The expense of 
such a proceeding could be met by 
a small contribution from each in- 
terested taxpayer." Does not the 
speaker represent a group of "in- 
terested" taxpayers? Isn't it true 
that these "interested" taxpayers' 
have made a small contribution? 
What then does the president have 
to say?

condemns the pursuit of either of 
courses of action." Well 
might ask. what is the 
going to do ?

further into the possibility of 
spending $18,000 to $27,000 of the 
taxpayers' money and the longest, 
most drawn out matter anyone 
could possibly think of, re-write 
the law. 

In the meantime, why not get 
down off the merry go 'round and 
render the town a valuable service, 
maintaining the Winchester Tra- 
dition? I have talked to bankers 
and lawyers, and all agree that the 
first step in any dispute of this 
nature is the one which the pres- 
ident of th? committee lists first 
but seeks to discredit, the Appel- 
late Tax Board. Failing this, I 
think you will agree, the "aggriev- 
ed" have been aggrieved — or is the 
Winchester Citizens' Committee 
more concerned with "good gov- 
ernment in many towns, and even 
the Commonwealth at the expense 
of the people of Winchester?

Inspiration of "The Star Span- 
gled Banner," home of the historic 
frisrate Constellation, airplane 
manufacturing center, and one of 
the nation's thief ports — those are 
varied items in the past and pres- 
ent of Baltimore. Maryland, which 
this fall celebrates 150 years as an 
incorporated city. 

Today's seventh city of the 
United States, whose 930,000 resi- 
dents account for half the popula- 
tion of its state, was already a 
town of 20,000 in 1"'.»7, says" the 
National Geogrraphie Society. Its 
export trade, founded on tobacco 
and grain, was multiplying rapidly, 

In that same year the 38-gttn 
frigate Constellation, sister ship of 
"Old Ironsides." was built in one 
of the Baltimore bays where the 
lirst frigate of the Continental 
Navy and scores of privateersmen 
(if the Revolutionary war had been 
built. Among the privateers were 
the first of the Baltimore Clippers, 
world famed for their speed. To- 
day, the proud name has been 
adopted for Baltimore-built Hying 
boats. 

By the Dawn's Early Light 

Fame immortal for Baltimore 
came in 1814 when the garrison of 
star-shaped Fort McHenry defend- 
ed the harbor against British at- 
tack. Patriot Francis Scott Key 
watched this phase of the Battle 
of Baltimore while detained aboard 
the British ship Minden. 

Inspired by the sight of the 
American flag -till flying over the 
ramparts in t'ne dawn of Sept. 14 
after a day and nijrbt of sieire. Key 
penned the wolds "!' "The Star 
Spangled Banner" on the back of a 
letter. His manuscript is preserv- 
ed in the city's Walters Art Gal- 
lery. A monument honors the 
author's memory. 

Baltimore lias monuments by the 
score, rising in every section. From 
the 200-foot monument to Ceorire 
Washington, financed in 1810 by a 
lottery authorized by 'be Maryland 
Legislature, came the name, "the 
Monumental City." Shafts honor 
Columbus a n d Johns Hopkins, 
founder of university and hospital.

Wallace Famsworth Flanders of 
1!» Lakeview road, prominent Bos 
ton insurance broker and widely 
known resilient of Winchester, died 
Wednesday afternoon, Oct. 15, in 
the New England Deaconess Hos- 
pital after a short illness. 

Mr. Flanders was the son of 
Frank M.. and Francina (Fessen- 
den) Flanders, He was born in 
Bo-ton Jan. 11. I*;:.', and received 
his education in t h e Boston 
schools. Like so many of his ven- 
eration he wa- obliged to leave 
school while in his early teens to 
go to work. 

Ali of Mr. Flanders business life 
wa- spent in the insurance field. 
He -tailed as a boy with Tilling- 
hast & Co., insurance brokers, in 
Boston, later becoming a partner 
in the firm of Tillinghast & Flan- 
ders. 

In 1901 he formed a partnership 
with Frank A. Dewick under the 
name id' Dovvick & Flanders, now 
located at 14X State street, in 
Bo-ton.

He 
was a member of the former Calu- 
met Club, heading the (dub as 
president in the days when the or- 
ganization was prominent in the 
social life of the town, lie was al- 
so a member of the Winchester

Mr. Flanders was active eivical- 
ly. He was one of the organizers 
of the Winchester National Bank, 
serving as a director since its in- 
ception and as vice president since 
1 92(1, 11, was treasurer of Win- 
ning Home, Inc., a home for orphan 
children, from 1922 to lPJii. and 
had been president of the corpor- 
ation since 1946, He was a director 
of the South End House in Boston 
and served the town as a member 
of the Hoard of Appeal in 1919

A Winchester High School football team, a bit on the battered side 
after its rugged game with strong Watertown, got by a spirited and 
tricky Winthrop High team last Saturday at Winthrop, 6-0, in a con- 
test that left the supporters of both clubs completely enervated. Win- 
chester scored early in the second quarter and made no serious scoring 
threat thereafter. Winthrop, because of its passing attack, was a con- 
stant threat and two late-game interceptions by Capt. Sam Bellino deep 
in Winchester territory helped plenty when the White and Blue seemed 
destined to tally. 

Winthrop did complete one pass Few towns follow their teams bet- 
behind Winchesters' goal line in tcr than Winchester does, 
the first few minutes of the third 
quarter, but the Lappen aerial, 
thrown from about the Winchester 
20, with the ball at the 13, was 
grabbed by the fi ft. 1 in. Haraden 
beyond the end zone and did not 
count. 

Believe it or not, both teams 
made 119 yards on the ground, 
with Winchester having a 74-(W ad- 
vantage in rushing, the first half 
and Winthrop holding a 59-41) edge 
the second. Thirty of Winthrop's 
second half rushing yards came on 
a single Lappen dash that ad- 
vanced the ball from midfield to 
the Winchester 20 in the final pe- 
riod. 

Winchester threw only one pass, 
completing it for 10 yards to the 
Winthrop 7. a heave that set up 
the locals' touchdown.

The Winchester Art Association's 
first show of the current season is 
the exhibition of oils and water- 
colors by H. Amiard Obertoufer 
and her son, Karl Oberteufer. 

Both the Oberteufers seem pri- 
marily concerned with effect, Nei- 
ther is a perfectionist and your 
purist could have a word or two to 
say here and there about line, pro- 
portions and genera! draftsman- 
ship. Vet he would have to admit 
that the general effect is for the ; 
most part pleasing. 

Mme. Amiard is very successful 1 
in painting a lot of mood into her 
pictures. Her colors are soft and 
luminous and pleasingly blended, 
while her subjects and style are 
distinctively different. 

Her portrait, "Beatrice." shows 
a young girl with brown bangs in 
a serious, almost sulky mood seat- 
ed in a wing chair and clad in a 
white waist with touches of red at 
the collar and front ami a dark 
skirt. 

There is a pastel portrait by 
Mme. Oberteufer of a somewhat 
older girl, that is very sensatively 
done. It is a profile, the reddish 
gold hair being drawn straight 
back to a simple knot at the na I H ' 
and the subject, "Inez," glancing 
down, apparently at a book she has 
taken from the shelves which form 
a pleasing background.

Memphis," a 
large study in oils which is very 
phasing A woman is seated out- 
side the back door of a shack typo 
dwelling, with a foreground of 
clayey soil and a background of 
green. A ladder leaning against 
the roof with one rung missing 
suggests a general run-down con- 
dition. 

"Oval Table" is a still life paint- 
ed from an unusual angle and other 
large still life studies are of fruit 
and flowers. Particularly unusual 
is a study of fish on a platter with 
garnishing, resting on a rumpled 
white cloth with a brown jug in the 
background and a knife, onions and 
potatoes to the left. 

Still another outstanding still life 
shows a rubber-plant on a table 
with a tall two-handled greenish 
jug and light preen grapes on a 
blue cloth. A white ceramic head 
with closed eyes on the wall over 
the table, adds a touch of the bi- 
zarre. 

Karl Oberteufer's pictures are 
watercolors, for the most part con- 
cerned with studies of familiar 
spots in Boston. "Brimstone Cor- 
ner" has denth and color with a 
sailor and girl for human interest 
while "I.ouisberg Square" also has 
the human motif in a girl sketch- 
inp in the foreground. 

"Otis Place" shows a large blue 
street sign against a background 
of a red brick church and auto- 
mobiles. "Russian Relief Flag" is 
colorful with several banners hang- 
ing above a city street under a 
hi ight blue and white sky. 

There are two interesting views 
of Park street, the one "looking 
down" h&Ving pood perspective 
while the one "looking up" is di- - - 
tinpuished by a part of the facade 
of the State House. 

More broadly painted and quite 
striking are "Lathe." showing a 
man bending over a machine under 
an electric light. "Yacht Club" 
with deep blue water and a sunset 
study which is distinpuished by its 
lavish use of vellow.

ELIMINATING CHANCE 
IN AWARDS 



Mr. Mclntyre's letter regarding 
property valuations in Winchester 
introduces a unique interpretation 
of democracy -if something bene- 
fits a majority, forget about the 
minority. Such a distorted concep- 
tion would logically support the 
idea of having all of our taxes paid 
l-.y red-headed people who were 
born on a Tuesday. Think of the 
benefit to the rest of us! 

Any fair-minded person recog- 
nizes thai town taxes should be 
levied on a uniform ha>is. The rate 
of tax per thousand dollars of valu- 
ation in Winchester i< uniform for 
any given year. But the rate is 
only one of two factors which de- 
termine the amount of the tax. The 
other factor is the valuation placed 
on the property. If different stand 
ards are used in determining this 
valuation, the amount of tax for 
two identical properties will not be 
uniform. The result is the ^ame 
as if there were two different tax 
rate*; say $40 per thousand on 
your house, and S.'M per thousand 
on mine. 

I doubt thiit anyone would con- 
sider it equitable to have different 
rates for new and old residents. 
Yet, knowingly or not. that is in 
effect what Mr. Mclntyre advocates 
when he argues that the valuation 
on two identical house- should dif- 
fer because one was sold within 
the past few years and the other 
was not. If your neighbor sold his 
house recently, it .'anno! honestly 
i>e said that his house thereby be- 
came more valuable, whereas the 
others in thi' neighborhood did not. 

Anyone who litis to buy or build 
a house at today's ridiculous prices 
;s unfortunate. It is only simple 
justice to establish the valuation on 
his home in keeping with valua- 
tions in the rest of the town "so 
that he will not have to pay a dig- 
proportionate share of the total 
tax

A peculiar postwar transporta- 
tion problem confronts the Nether- 
lands. In addition to the wartime 
depletion of railroad cars, trucks, 
and buses, this land with less than 
one-third the area of Kentucky 
lost more than 2 million bicycles. 

The bicycle shortage is largely 
the result of confiscation by the 
German invaders. The country is 
not expected to regain its full nor- 
mal quota of bicycles before 1950. 

In prewar days, bicycles provid- 
ed the most popular transportation 
in the Netherlands, says the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

Bicyclists included hiirh military 
officers and enlisted men, mothers 
with children, fur-coated women 
shoppers, priests, policemen, mech- 
anics With their tools, painters 
carrying open buckets of paint- 
all classes and aires pedaled the 
streets and highways. 

Queen Wilhelmma and other 
members of the royal family fre- 
quently rode along the streets of 
The Hague on bicycle- And in re- 
mote hinderlands wooden shoes did 
not interfere with the pleasures of 
cycling, 

As noisy as wooden shoes during 
the war were the bare rims of bi- 
cycles that had to go without tires 
because of the rubber shortage. 
Some cyclists substituted piece- of 
old garden hose. Even demountable 
wooden tires were used to protect 
rims. 

Cyclists in the Netherlands are 
licensed and obey all motor traffic 
regulations, including hand signal- 
ing. City merchants provide bicycle 
racks for shoppers, and cities have 
"garages" for bicycles where they 
are lubricated and kept in condi- 
tion. Some sllQpS sold bicycle 

parts; t h e mechanically-minded 
could buy the makings and build 
their own machines. 

Before the war Netherlands fac- 
tories produced from BOO.000 to 
800,000 bicycles annually. They im- 
port ball bearings and chains. Or- 



Tonight's lecture at the High 
School by Bradford Washburn un- 
der the auspices of the Mothers' 
Association for the benefit of the 
Scholarship Fund recalls the fact 
that scholar-hips in Winchester are 
no longer awarded under the old 
hit or mis-- method, with individu- 
als or organizations giving money 
individually, resulting in duplica- 
tions or hasty last-minute decis- 
ions. 

The Winchester S c h 0 I a r s h i p 
Foundation was established follow- 
ing discussion-; in 1011 by members 
of the Central Mothers' Associa- 
tion who were dissatisfied with the 
way scholarships were awarded to 
high school pupils in Winchester. 

Their investigation of the matter 

and their discoveries of the flaws 
in the old method of selecting those 
to receive scholarships resulted in 
the establishment of the Scholar- 
ship Foundation which has been 
functioning for the past two years 
with apparently satisfactory re- 
sults. 

The instrument of trust states 
clearly the broad purposes of the 
foundation. 

"The pui pose of this trust shall 
be to nWard or aid in the award of 
scholarships to seniors or gradu- 
ates of the Winchester High School 
to gat hi r and provide data for oth- 
ers proposing to award such sehol- 
ai shins, to receive, invest and dis- 
tribute f inds for these purposes 
or for purposes incidental to them 
and otherwise to stimulate, recog- 
nize and reward scholastic excel- 
lence or other outstanding merit 
in (he Winchester High School." 

Almost all the organizations 
which formerly gave awards sepa- 
rately now contribute their money 
to this genera] scholarship fund, 
and when the day of presentation 
conies, the identity of most group 
donations is lost in this larger 
whole. Smaller clubs, unable to 
manage a full scholarship can now 
swell the fund with lesser amounts. 

Last year's donations show that 
the town is already giving enthu- 
siastic SUPPOrt. The 194<i list of 
contributors included the En Ka 
Society, the Historical Society, the 
Salvation Army Service Fund, the 
College Club, the First Congrega- 
tional Church Men's Club, the Cen- 
tral Mother's Association and the 
Mother's Association Chapters. 
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money are the ones who are run- 
ning the thing." The General Com- 
mittee elects the three trustees who 
serve for six years each, one re- 
tiring every two years. It elects 
also the Scholarship Committee, 
which, in addition to the principal 
of the high school acting ex-offi- 
cio. includes four members who 
each serve four years, one retiing 
each year. 

Scholarship Committee 

Ir is the Scholarship Committee 
which comes into closest touch 
with the students, their teachers 
and their parents. 

At the beginning of the year, 
seniors are told that these scholar- 
ships are available and that those 
in the upper third of the class are 
eligible. The candidate fills out an 
application form which asks for an 
outline of future plans and a des- 
cription of his or her activities and 
interests in high school. Parents 
state on a separate form the de- 
gree of financial need and any oth- 
er circumstances which might have 
an effect on funds available for 
college. 

Then begins the long, delicate 
process of weighing and balancing 
of trying to yet the fullest pos- 
sible picture of each student. 
Teachers working tirelessly with 
the Scholarship Committee make 
the name-; on the application blanks 
come to life. They mark all sen- 
iors not only on scholarship, but 
also on eight character traits 
which seem tile most important for 
a well-rounded personality. These 
qualities are ability, character, cit- 
izenship, industry, leadership, ma- 
turity, personality, and scholarly 
characteristics. 

After checking over the applica- 
tions and before final decisions, 
two members of the Scholarship 
Committee meet with every teach- 
er in the high school. These talks 
not only clarify the written record, 
l ot sometimes livid to the discov- 
ery of a student who, though qual- 
ified for a scholarship, had never

In New York, this 
dish is made of all kinds of vege- 
tables, the clams are only inciden- 
tal. Other sections of the country- 
stress the use of tomatoes and 
most people outside New England 
grind all their clams rather than 
serving them whole, as we like 
them.

In addition to this, an Arbitration 
Board has just granted a wage in- 
crease of 15 .' j cents an hour to the mil- 
lion employes represented by the 17 
non-operating unions. This will cost 
the railroads $466,000,000 a year. 



Where Will The Money Come From? 

Where will all the money come from 
to pay these increases? They total sev- 
eral times 88 much as the railroads 
made in 1946 or will make in 1947. 

In July, the railroads fded an appli- 
cation for increased freight rates to 
close the gap which then existed be- 
tween wage and material costs, and 
railroad revenues. Since then it has 
Uvn necessary, because of further in- 
creases in wages and material costs, 
to supplement that petition and to 
ask for an additional freight rate 



increase. No other course is open.

Her parents, Oliver 
Locke, and Ellen (Symmes) Well- 
ington, bad the house 'omit for 
them at the time ,.f their mar- 
riage. 

Miss Wellington came from 
families well known hereabouts. 
Her mother, sister of the late 
Marshall Symmes of Symmes Cor- 
ner, was a member of the Symmes 
family descended from /.achariah 
Symmes. one of Winchester's org!, 
inal settlers, Her father was from 
the Wellington family prominent in 
Maiden, for whom the Wellington 
section of that city was named. The 
old original Wellington farm which 
contains the family homestead :- 
still standing there. 

Miss Wellington was educated in 
the Winchester schools and at Win- 
chester High School. After 'iie 
death of her parents and the mar- 
i lage of her brothel's, Fr ank Oli- 
ver Wellington and Harry E. Well- 
ington, she and h< r sister.

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BLOOD TRANSFUSIONS 

With Special Reference to Blood 
Donor Daj in Winchester, Oct. 31 

(One of a series of informational 
articles for the la> man, spon- 
sored b> the staff of the 
Winchester Hospital) 

The transfusion of human blood 
in disease, injury, or in the course 
of long, serious operations has 
long since ceased to be the spectac- 
ular and dramatic procedures it 
was when fust used. The compli- 
cated system of tubes, syringes, or 
pumps by which blood was trans- 
ferred directly from the donor to 
the patient lying close by has given 
way to a simplified and efficient 
method "f collection and adminis- 
tration The hazard of transmis- 
sion of disease from donor to re- 
cipient 1;as been recognized and 
avoided, The typing and matching 
of blood has steadily been devel- 
oped to 'he point where transfu- 
sion react ions are infrequent and 
■ if minor consequence, The problem 
offered by the inevitable clotting of 
blood a few minutes after removal 
from its vessel-, which offered such 
difficulties in the early transfusion 
techniques, lias been solved by 
the use of so-called antieoaglllent 
substances. Finally, methods of 
preserving ami storing blood for 
two in three week- have been de- 
veloped into the "blood bank." 
which makes available blood of the 
type and quantity required, 

These steps in development ami 
improvement have required exten- 
sive research and study, a- the 
value and use of blood transfusions 
found wider application. Formerly, 
transfusion of blood was used 
mainly to replace large amounts of 
blood l".-t suddenly, in injury, op- 
eration, or childbirth. Later, its 
value was recognized in chronic 
blood loss known as anemia 
from many causes; in conditions 
such as malnutrition; or to support 
patients suffering long-standing 
infections m winch red cells are de- 
stroyed.

ma has a limited use in this con- 
dition, but, as was conclusively 
demonstrated in World War II. 
cannot replace the blood transfu- 
sion. Blood is now administered 
throughout long operations to 
avoid the development of "shock." 

Large hospitals have their own 
blood banks from which blood can 
be drawn as needed, already typed, 
and classified as to the Rh factor, 
making unnecessary the delay re- 
quired to collect, type, and match 
donors on the spot. As a general 
rule, many extra typings are re- 
quired of a number of donors before 
sufficient donors for the occasion 
can be made available. During the 
past year at the Winchester Hos- 
pital, an average of more than two 
donors had to be typed for every 
one found compatible with the pa- 
tient. 

The establishment of a blood 
bank in a hospital is a complicated 
and expensive project, requiring 
trained personnel, special equip- 
ment, and an organization for con- 
stantly replenishing the bank from 
voluntary donor-. Three weeks is 
the limit of time for storage. To 
avoid the total waste of the pre- 
served blood which will inevitably 
become "outdated." those fractions 
o! it which can be held for longei 
periods, such as plasma, serum, 
and its clotting factors, are sep- 
arated. This process is even more 
complicated than the collection and 
preservation of whole blood. There- 
fore, the establishment of blood 
banks in the individual small hos- 
pitals has not been found practical. 

Hospitals without blood banks 
aie now being satisfactorily served 
bj 'lie program of the State Div- 
ision of Biological Laboratories a'

state mobile units in the various

when most needed, 

During this past year at the 
Winchester Hospital, over loo pints 
of blood have been received from 
i the state laboratory.

| last six months, as it became more 
readily available due to greater 
public interest in the "collecting 
days." the state laboratory has- 
been called upon more and more fie 
quently, until the ratio has become 
two units of so-called state blood 
to one from the individual donors.

Article I of the warrant of the 
special Town meeting, in part, i< as 
follows: 

To hear and act upon a report 
of the Andrews Mill School Build- 
ing Committee. 

The recent referendum defeated 
the method providing for the fi- 
nancing of the school and as a re- 
sult this Committee has been in an 
inactive status. 

Previous to that time We pre- 
pared a complete report which may 
he found on page 15(5 in the lf»4'i 
edition of the Reports of Town Of- 
ficers. 

i We do think, however, it would 
! he proper now to emphasize certain 
portions of that report that deal 
with the town owned site located 
Emcrsoti, Andrews and Saelu m 
road. 

The fads on the site boil down 
to the following summary: 

1 It was purchased hv the 
Town for $9,778.80 in I9:}7 aftor 
j a Committee of prominent citizens 
had carefully canvassed the an a. 
This tract of land contains four 
and one-tenth acres of land. 

A f irm of reliable Engineers 
; employed by this Building Commit- 
tee studied the site and supplied U 
detailed cost estimate fw prepar- 
ing this according to a pint-plan 
that was accepted by the School 
Committee of that time. This plan 
: provided for two adequate play- 
ground anas and a two level 
School Building. 

H. W'e have been advised by En- 
gineers and Contractors that the 
site could he completely prepared 
for both playgrounds and building 
at a cost nor to exceed $25,000.00. 
i. This site is particularly 

adaptable for a two level School 
Building with all the entrances at 
grade. It is further important to 
note that a two level School would 
bu much cheaper to construct than 
a single level school of the same 
cubical content. 

In regard to the school building 
itself, we feel that we have plan- 
ned a school that would be a credit 
to the Town of Winchester and in- 
corporates the best in modern 
school architecture and provides 
adequate playground facilities. 

In the year and a half that we 
have been studying into this situ- 
ation, building costs have been 
steadily rising. We made the state- 
ment last March that we could 
have provided the school and ail 
furnishings for $395,000. A care- 
ful rechet-K of all our figures would 
be necessary before we could sub- 
mit a definite figure as to today's 
cost for this same school. We have 
spent |*»889.95 in a study of the 
site preparing plans and specifica- 
tions for a building and playground 
on the present siw and we believe 
that this two level school building 
would not be adaptable to the new- 
site, unless it has similar topogra- 
phy. 

In view of thv fact that our au- 
thorization trom the Town was ve- 
ry clear, to prepare and work with 
the present site, we fed that it is 
not i.ur function to make any rec- 
ommendation as to the desirability 
or (adaptability of the proposed 
new sue, as outlined in Article II 
of the Town Meeting Warrant.

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CHRISTIAN SCIENCE LECTURE 



(Continued from page 1) 



The lecturei spoke substantially 
as follov 

Christian Science, or the Sci- 
ence ot Christianity, comes today, 
proving that God-Riven authority 
over sin, sickness, and death is 
ours through a spiritual under- 
standing of the living Christ In 
thi.- houi thai we are to spend 
together, we can expect to sain a 
clearer understanding ot this in- 
spired teaching so th;it it maj be 
applied to meet every possible 
need with whvrh we may be con- 
fronted. 

When Christ Jesus had finished 
his Sermon on the Mount, the 
greatest sermon ever preached, 
the people evidently must have 
been deeply impressed, tot the 
Scripture says they "were aston- 
ished at his doctrine: tur hi taught 
them as one having authority, and 
not as the scribes" (Matt. 7:28, 
29). It is this authority born of 
God that has enabled Christianity 
to stand and to continue to grow 
throughout the centuries as the 
most potent moral and healing 
force of civilization. No temporal 
or hurnri government could have 
inspired Jesus with any such au- 
thority for both the political and 
church governments ol his day 
were defiantly and militantly op- 
posed to his teachings. No, as we 
are well aware, this authority was 
from God, divine Principle. Jesus 
understood and utilized it through 
the Christ, which he demon- 
strated 

Not long attei he had come 
down from the mount, Jesus' au- 
thority was again recognized bv 
a Roman officer or centurion. This 
centurion, whose servant was at 
home sick with the palsy, sought 
help from Jesus. When Jesus 
promptly offered to go to the serv- 
ant and to heal him, the centurion 
recognized the Master's consti- 
tuted authority to heal, and. com- 
paring it to his own constituted 
authority to command his men, 
said, "Lord, I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest come undei my 
roof: but speak the word only, 
and my servant shall be healed" 
(Matt. 8:8). The Master spoke the 
word, saying (Matt 8:13), "Go 
thy way; and as thou hast be- 
lieved, so be it done unto thee. 
And his servant was healed in the 
selfsame hour." 

Multitudes today are recogniz- 
ing in Christian Science this heal- 
ing authority of the Christ, are 
turning to it in their hour of need, 
and are crying out as did the cen- 
turion of old (Matt. 8:8), "Speak 
the word only, and |we] shall be 
healed." 

In referring to the Master. 
Christian Scientists generally use 
the term Christ Jesus. They make 
a clear distinction, however, be- 
tween Jesus the human man, and 
Christ, the divine idea of God. 
which Jesus demonstrated in his 
earthly ministry, but they like- 
wise show their inseparability 
Jesus referred to the Christ when 
he said (John 8:58). Before 
Abraham was. I am." and (John 
14-6), "1 am the way." It was to 
Jesus he referred when he said 
(John 5:30), "l can ot mine own 
self do nothing." It is tin Christ 
that reveals God to the human 
consciousness, and Jesus proved 
this for us and for all men. 

The Apostle Paul discerned this 
when he said (1 Tim 2:5). "There 
is one God, and one mediatoi be- 
tween God and men the man 
Christ Jesus " Mediatoi is one 
who reconciles "Reconcile" conies 
from the Latin words meaning "to 
reunite" Christ Jesus mission, 
then, was to prove to us that God 
and man are not separated, but 
Hre 0 ne — one in the same sense 
that Jesus meant by his words 
(John 10:30), ' i and my Father 
are one " As mediator. Jesus made 
evident man's oneness with the 
Father 

Through his spiritual under- 
standing ot the Christ. Petei was 
enabled to speak (Matt 7:29) "as 
one having authority" when he 
healed the lame man at the beau- 
tiful gate ol the temple Paul, 
also, and othei early Christians 
for about 300 years after the time 
of Jesus continued to heal the 
sick with the authority of the 
Christ. Then, for nearly 2,000 
years the healing power of the 
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Christ seemed very little in evi- 
dence in the Christian world 

The discovery of Christian Sci- 
ence has again brought it to light, 
and the works ol healing and re- 
demption are a;ain being done. 
Mrs. Eddy, in Science and Health 
(p. 583), defines "Christ" as "the 
divine manifestation of God, 
which comes to the flesh to de- 
strov incarnate error." And she 
says" of Jesus (ibid., p. 26), "Di- 
vine Truth, Life, and Love gave 
Jesus authority over sin, sickness, 
and death " As one gains the spir- 
itual understanding of the Christ 
through a study of Christian Sci- 
ence, he will be able to speak with 
this divinely reflected authority in 
doing works of healing and re- 
demption. 

God 

In order to avail ourselves of 
God's infinite power as (Psalms 
46 1) "a very present help," we 
must do more than merely know 
about Him; we must know Him. 
Christian Science enables us to do 
this. It reveals God in a most com- 
prehensible and demonstrable 
manner. It does this by making 
] .lain that He is not tinite and cor- 
poreal, but that He is incorporeal, 
supreme, infinite, and that His in- 
finite being must be expressed by 
His spiritual universe, including 
man. Then we must know God if 
we are to know our true selfhood 
as His perfect idea, expression, or 
reflection. It is stated thus in Sci- 
ence and Health (p. 258 1. "We 
know no more of man as the true 
divine image and likeness-, than 
we know of God " 

How often have those striving 
for a better understanding of 
Deity asked the question. "What 
is God''" In answering this ques- 1 
tion in Science and Health (p. 
465), Mrs. Eddy uses seven de- 
scriptive terms for God, which are 
Mind, Spirit. Soul, Principle, Life, 
Truth, and Love. It is well to re- 
member that because these syno- 
nyms all refer to the supremacy, 
wholeness, oneness, and infinitude 
of Deity, our understanding of 
them will unfold as we grow spir- 
itually. For example, when we 
know God more clearly as Mind, 
we shall have a better concept of 
Him as creator and as supreme 
intelligence: when we know Him 
more as Spirit, we shall more 
clearly see the spiritual nature of 
true substance and the unreality 
of matter; when we see Him more 
clearly as Life, we shall better 
comprehend the eternality of all 
things true, when we discern Him 
more as Truth, we shall gain a 
higher and more spiritual view of 
the healing Christ; when we know 
Him better as Love, we shall ex- 
press a more impersonal and spir- 
itual sense of compassion, tender- 
ness, and consideration: when we 
understand Him as divine Prin- 
ciple, we shall see that He is all- 
presence, all-power, all-wisdom, 
and that all that exists is estab- 
lished in Him; and when our per- 
ception of Him as Sou! is- clearer, 
we Khali lie more aware of our 
true being, our identity and at- 
one-ment with God. Through 
spiritual growth, we gam a clearer 
sense of out oneness with God and 
thus with increasing ability can 
avail ourselves ot His powei and 
demonstrate it in healing works. 

Is it not the erroneous concep- 
tion of God as a great, vague, un- 
knowable being, afar off, that 
seems to separate God from man 
today" 

Christian Science, by revealing 
God as the one infinite Mind, as 
impersonal. di\ me Principle, Lo\ c. 
gives us the correct concept of 
Him as infinite, supreme, incorpo- 
real, and thus destroys the false 
concept ol Him as personal or cor- 
poreal. It shows us. however, that 
God. divine Mind, must be ex- 
pressed, that He is known through 
the ideas which express Him, and 
that they are inseparable from the 
Mind that creates them. Mind is 
the cause, and ideas are the ef- 
fect. The-e ideas, we are told in 
Science and Health ( p 336), are 
unlimited in their range, extend- 
ing "from ihe infinitesimal to the 
infinite" Man is the highest idea. 

Man 

Mrs Eddy m her textbook. Sci- 
ence and Health, defines man and 
explains his true nature. She 
writes (p 475): "Man is idea, the 
image, of Love: he is not physique. 
He is the compound idea of God, 
including all right ideas: 
|hel reflects spiritually all that 
belongs to his Maker " Then, as 
ideas of God we cannot lack any- 
thing good — health, happiness, 
supply — as long as we know that 
we are one with our Maker It is 
the belief ol separation— that God 
and man are separated — that is 
the difficulty The erroneous belief 
that we can lack health, that we 
cannot have happiness, or that our 
supply i.s insufficient is overcome 
by know nig our oneness with God, 
the source of all good It is this 
oneness of God and man, this 
unity ot God and man. made evi- 
dent' in Christian Science that 
solves every problem that can 
ever confront us. 

Christian Sen nee is proving 
daily in the experiences ot many 
that' holding to the perfection of 
man, as the expression of perleet 
God. heals sickness, destroys sin, 
and overcome? lack of every sort. 
Let it be remembered, however, 
that although we hold to the fact 
of the spiritual man's perfection 
and unity with God. we do not 
overlook oi tail to take into con- 
sideration the erroneous mortal 
sense of things as they seem to 
exist in human experience. 

Unreality of Matter aud Evil 

An Old Testament writer says 
that God is "ol purer eyes than to 
behold evil." and cannot "look on 
iniquity" (Hab 1 13) Christian 
Science exposes the false claim of 
error to powei . it makes obvious 
the impersonal nature of evil, it 
shows evil to be untrue and. 
iheretore. unreal L\ further rea- 
sons with divme logic that be- 
cause God, Spirit, is true sub- 
stance, is good, and is All. His 
opposites. matter and evil, cannot 
be known to Him and are. there- 
fore, unreal and untrue It is in 



this exposure of the unreality ol 
matter and evil that the doctrine 
of Christian Science stands alone 
among religious teachings. 

Should the question come to 
your thought at this point that 
this stand regarding the unreality 
of matter and evil is too radical 
or too absolute to be practical, 
may 1 say that the healing results 
of spiritually understanding this 
basic fact in the teachings of 
Christian Science will dispel any 
apprehension as to its practicality. 
In Science and Health (p. 454). we 
read, "That evil or matter has 
neither intelligence nor power, is 
the doctrine of absolute Christian 
Science, and this is the great truth 
which strips all disguise from er- 
ror." 

As you attain a greater spirit- 
uahzation of thought and maintain 
it, you are progressively able to 
detect error and to reject it as un- 
real. As you spiritually under- 
stand that you reflect God. Life, 
Truth, and Love, that the king- 
dom of God is within you, you will 
find that Satan and his devils, the 
carnal mind and its manifestations 
of sin, disease, and death, are sub- 
ject unto you In other words, you 
can cast out these evil beliefs, 
destroy them with the same au- 
thority of the Christ that Jesus 
exercised 

The Discoverer and Founder 

Referring to this: Christ or spir- 
itual idea, Mrs. Eddy, in "Miscel- 
laneous Writings" (p. 163), de- 
clares that it "must needs come 
in Christian Science, demonstrat- 
ing the spiritual healing of body 
and mind." Let us, then, at this 
point consider for a few minutes 
the discovery of Christian Science 
and its Discoverer and Founder 

The remarkable fact that a 
great Christian religious teaching, 
which is healing and morally up- 
lifting increasing multitudes, is 
after 80 years ol active growth 
and progress still identified ex- 
clusively with its Discoverer and 
Founder, may rightly be accepted 
as a cleai indication that it is a 
divine revelation, that it is not 
only God-inspired, but God-sus- 
tained and God-protected. 

It is highly important that the 
truth concerning Mary Baker 
Eddy, the Discoverer and Founder 
of Christian Science, ever be kept 
before the world. Unless there is 
a correct concept ot the Revela- 
tor, there cannot be a clear un- 
derstanding and a right ev aluation 
of the revelation. It is possible 
here only t<> touch upon interest- 
ing facts of this brilliant and 
active life But let it be remem- 
bered that none will be deprived 
of knowing her if they will but 
understand her words and works. 

She was born and reared in a 
family atmosphere that was highly 
conducive to spiritual unfoldment 
and devout living From child- 
hood. Mrs Eddy was spiritually- 
iiiinded She had a deep and abid- 
ing love foi God and man Her 
edi: in n wa i .cc.ved '.n il! ac- 
cri- ited sch i is nj that period 
;.i> I th. • ugh i 1 1\ .ite tutoi mg and 
study Her brilliance in literary 
matters v. a- to be of much value 
to her w hen she came to present 
her discovery to the world. 

In Hie early part ol the yeai 
1806 a serious accident left Mrs 
Eddy in such a critical state that 
there was fear lor her life While 
in this condition, she called for 
her Bible and opened it to Mat- 
thew 9:2, where she read the ac- 
count of the healing by Jesus of 
the palsied man As she read, such 
■i spiritual sense of Ihe evcr-pres- 
ence and nearness of God came 
to her that she arose, healed, to 
the astonishment and joy of 
friends who had been awaiting 
her passing momentarily 

It was only after she had proved 
the merits of Christian Science in 
the healing ot others that she be- 
gan to publish her earliest writ- 
ings on the subject In 1875 she 
published the first edition of Sci- 
ence and Health, the Christian 
Science textbook, which contained 
the authoritative exposition of 
Christian Science The problems 
which confronted her in the writ- 
ing and publishing of this momen- 
tous work, and the overcoming of 
them through her steadfast reli- 
ance upon divine Principle. God, 
for her direction, supply, and pro- 
tection, make a most enlightening 
and inspiring chapter in her life 
history. 

In order to maintain and to 
guard the purity of her teaching 
and practice of Mind-healmg and 
to make it more widely and eas- 
ily available to hungering hu- 
manity, she established The 
Mother Church. The Fust Church 
of Christ. Scientist, m Boston, 
Massachusetts She also made 
provision for branch church or- 
ganizations which exist in almost 
all parts of the civilized world F'or 
the same purpose she wrote the 
Manual of The Mother Church, 
containing the Rules and By-Laws 
which govern her Church These 
Rules and By-Laws came to Mrs 
Eddy through divine inspiration 
as the needs for them arose, and 
she gave them to her followers 
"as a help " she writes in "Mis- ' 
cellaneous Writings" (p 148), 
"that must be supplied to main- 
tain the dignity and defense of 
our Cause " This they are doing 
today and will ever continue to 
do. The importance of the Manual 
mav be glimpsed in these words 
of Mrs Eddy's in "The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, and j 
Miscellany" (pp. 251. 252): "Ad- 
he! e to the teachings of the Bible 
Science and Health, and our Man- 
ual, and you will obey the law 
and gospel " , 

Through hei great w isdom ana 
spiritual discernment, all tht 
many activities of The Mothei 
Church were established in due 
course, including the weekly 
monthly, and quarterly publica- 
tions and the international daily 
newspaper. The Christian Science 
Monitor 

Thus did this remarkable. God- 
inspired woman, through her dis- 
covery of Christian Science and 
her founding of the organization 
with which to carry it on, bring • 
to this age and to coming ages the | 



full revelation of the healing and 

redeeming Christ, Truth When 
we think of the way of its com- 
ing, let us remind ourselves of her 
words in "The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and Miscellany" 
(p. 318): "I do not find my au- 
thority for Christian Science in 
history, but in revelation." 

The Bible 

It might be considered presump- 
tuous to attempt to tell this audi- 
ence or any other audience in this 
enlightened Christian age just how 
important the Bible i.s to the well- 
being of mankind. The place of 
reverence, respect, and love, 
which this Book of books holds 
in the hearts ot all Christians to- 
day is ably expressed by Mrs. 
Eddy m her "Miscellaneous Writ- 
ings" (p 363)- "The Bible is the 
learned man's masterpiece, the ig- 
norant man's dictionary, the wise 
man's directory." It may be help- 
ful, however, if I speak briefly of 
the importance of the Bible in the 
teachings oi Christian Science. 

The first religious tenet of 
Christian Science (Science and 
Health, p. 497 i reads 1 "As adher- 
ents of Truth, we take the in- 
spired Word of the Bible as our 
sufficient guide to eternal Life " 
Let it be noted that it is "the in- 
spired Word ot the Bible" to which 
Christian Scientists look tor their 
"sufficient guide to eternal Life." 
Much of tin. Bible is inspired; that 
is. it came to inspired men through 
spiritual revelation, and it reveals 
God as Spirit and His creation as 
spiritual I is only that Scripture 
which is inspired that reveals God 
and His perleet creation and that 
is valuable and essential for spir- 
itual instruction 

In relating hei discovery in Sci- 
ence ai -! Health tp. 126), Mrs, 
Eddy v nte- The Bible has been 
my only authority I have had no 
othei guide in 'the straight and 
narrow way n| Truth", and again 
(ibid., p. 319), "The divine Sci- 
ence taught in the original lan- 
guage o) the Bible came through 
inspiration and needs inspiration 
to be under; tood " 

In 1895 oui Leader ordained the 
Bible and "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures" to be 
the pastor of all Christian Science 
churches throughout the world. 
The spiritual discernment of the 
Bible Lesson Committee, of The 
Mother Church, which prepares 
the Lesson-Sermons used in our 
church services, and the spiritual 
receptivity ol those who hear, 
read, or study them each week 
bring such cleat v iews ol God and 
man and of their divine relation- 
ship that healing, regeneration, 
and redemption are resulting on 
an ever-widening scale. Referring 
to it in the Manual of The Mother 
Church (Art, III, Sect 1), Mrs. 
Eddy speaks of the Christian Sci- 
ence Lesson-Sermon as one "on 
which the prosperity of Christian 
Science largely depends " 

She did not claim nor desire 
that hei discovery and revelation 
of the full spiritual import of the 
Word, as set forth in the Bible, 
should be only for the favored 
few. She writes in her book "The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
and Miscellany" (p. 190): "Jesus 
gave his disciples (students) pow- 
er over all manner of diseases, 
and the Bible was written in order 
that all peoples, in all ages, should 
have the same opportunity to be- 
come students of the Christ, 
Truth, and thus become God- 
endued with power (knowledge 
of divine law i and with 'signs 
following ' " Thus did she express 
her lifelong desire that all men 
should come to the knowledge of 
trup salvation 

Salvation 

What is salvation' 1 How and 
when will it be mine'.' Are not 
these questions that come often to 
the thought of most Christians'* 
Perhaps every one of you here 
has, at some time or other, con- 
sidered them 

Christian Science makes it ob- 
vious that salvation from sin, dis- 
ease, and death is gained through 
the spiritual understanding that 
God, Life, Truth, and Love, is the 
only presence. Principle, and 
power; that there is no other, that 
there is nothing outside or beyond 
Him, because being infinite, He 
includes all that exists, and there 
is no other existence: that sin, 
sickness, and death, being unlike 
Him, must be and are unreal and 
nonexistent Do not conclude, 
however, that this means that 
Christian Science teaches that be- 
cause sin is unreal it may be in- 
dulged freely without penalty t 
Quite the contrary.' If we indulge 
in sin in any form, believing that 
it is desirable and that it gives us 
satisfaction or pleasure, we are 
thereby making it a reality in 
mortal thought. It follows that we 
must and will suffer from this 
belief :n the reality ot sin, because 
we are thereby believing in a 
power apart from God. good, 
namely, the power ot sin oi e\d 
Since there is no such power, it 
is not from the power ol sin or 
evil thai we sutler, but from our 
false belief in its rea lty 

Let us remember, however, that 
just as we di not expect the prin- 
ciple of mathematics to work out 
our mathematical problems with- 
out any effort on our part, so we 
should not expect the law ot di- 
vine Principle to solve the prob- 
lems of human experience with- 
out making some effort ourselves 
We must utilize God's law. 

Actually and in truth, man. the 
image and likeness ol God, does 
not have to be saved, he is already 
in the state of complete salvation, 
at the standpoint of periection. 
expressing only Godlike qualities 
He is nut a mortal trying to be- 
come an immortal, he is immortal 
now. In "The First Church of 
Christ. Scientist, and Miscellany' 
(p. 242). we read "You l- an nevei 
demonstrate spirituality until you 
declare yourself to be immortai 
and understand that you are so." 

In our human experience this 
eternal fact becomes apparent to 
us as we gam through spiritual 
ascendancy of thought ever clear- 



er views of perfe?t God. pe; -feci 
man, and perfect universe God 
and His universe, including man, 
remain forever perfect We have 
but to rise above the mist ot 
error to behold and demonstrate 
this fact through the power of 
Christ. 

Similarly, in gaming our salva- 
tion from the errors of sin and 
sickness that seem to hold us. or 
from the physical, business, or 
personal problems that sometimes 
come rolling over our mental hori- 
zon, we need to lift our thoughts 
above the clouds of sense and 
emerge in the ever-present sun- 
light ot Truth All the power of 
Truth is present to enable us to 
accomplish this We need do noth- 
ing to the clouds, the errors of 
sense, for to attempt to do some- 
thing to them would be to try to 
make that real which is unreal. 
We must mentally soai above and 
beyond them into the harmonious 
realm of spiritual reality, where 
we tind our liberation, oui true 
salvation In • Miscellaneous Writ- 
ings" (p. 355 . we read "To strike 
out right and left against the mist, 
never clears the vision; but to lift 
your head above it. is a sovereign 
panacea " 

The saving and healing value ot 
such right effort was demonstrat- 
ed in the healing of one who for 
many years had been suffering in- 
tensely from a trouble with his 
spine that made walking difficult. 
He was instantaneously relieved 
and healed when it was made 
plain to him that the malady was 
but a false sense, a belief that he 
was a suffering mortal, and that 
he could rise above it by lifting 
his thought through the power of 
Truth to behold the real man, 
created in God's image and like- j 
ness, perfect and whole Does 
not such a spiritual healing prove ! 
that this way of salvation bears 
the seal of divine authority 

Prayer and Healing 

It is in praying for themsetves 
and for others that Christian Sci- ! 
entists practice their teachings. 
Thus they bring abiding health, 
sinlessness. and joy into the ex- 
periences of others as well as into 
their own 

The chapter on Prayer m Sci- 
ence and Health (pp. 1-17) gives 
in the spirit that the Master used 
it the most comprehensive and 
demonstrable description and 
analysis of prayer ever given. 
Among th< many attitudes of 
thought that may be considered 
types of prayer in Christian Sci- 
ence, seven which Mrs. Eddy men- 
tions arc included in two brief 
statements in this wonderful chap- 
ter. They are to be found on page 
4 and page 15 of the textbook and 
read: "What we most need is the 
prayer ol fervent desire lor 
growth in grace, expressed in pa- 
tience, meekness, love, and good 
deeds," and. ''Self-forgetfulness, 
purity, and affection are constant 
prayers." In expressing these 
qualities in Oui daily living we 
are truly praying, as we may see 
by a brief explanation of each in 
accordance with the teaching- of 
Christian Science 

What are you expressing when 
you are truly patient in the high- 
est sense of that word'' Is it not 
quiet confidence in the presence 
or attainability of good'.' Stop and 
think, is there not usually some- 
thing ot tear being expressed 
when we are impatient — fear that 
we may not obtain the good we 
desiie, or fear that we shall not 
obtain it in time to suit our pur- 
pose'.' Patience is the well-poised 
mental attitude that is confident 
that all is well, that good is ours. 
This is recognizing the ever-pres- 
ence Of God. good. Then is not 
the achievement of patience the 
result of prayer'' 

Meekne-s is humility Humility, 
as understood in Christian Sci- 
ence, is rendering all good to God 
it was expressed by the Master in 
his words. "Why callest thou me 
good'.' there is none good but one. 
that is, God" (Matt. 19:17). When 
we express meekness, we are not 
exalting in our thinking our own 
personal ability or good, but are 
depending upon the infinite ability 
and power of God. In Science. and 
Health (p. 270) we read. "Meek- 
ness and charity have divine au- 
thority." Then is not the attain- 
ment of meekness the result of 
prayer" 

The spiritual interpretation of 
"And forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors" (Matt. 612) 
is given m the Christian Science 
textbook (p 17) as. "And Love is 
Tcflrch-d in /ore." Let our human 
expression of love for our fellow 
man be the reflection of Love 
which is God Then is not that 
Love achieved through prayer" 

In Science and Health (p 147) 
we read, "A pure affection takes 
form in goodness, but Science 
alone reveals the divine Principle 
of goodness and demonstrates its 
rules." And good deeds — are they 
not the manifestation of good 
thoughts'' In Christian Science, 
healing the sick is a good deed 
It is the result of knowing that 
God does not create sickness. He 
knows it not; therefore. His mani- 
festation or expression, man, can- 
not be sick. Are not good deeds, 
then, the result of prayer? 

And what aoout selt-torgetlul- 
ness'.' We must forget or cast out 
of thought the belie! that we can 
have a self apart from God When 
we do this, we are. in effect, 
knowing our oneness with the one 
Ego, God: so we express tewei ol 
the beliefs of a mortal selt with 
all its errors and more of out true 
selfhood as the idea, the full ex- 
pression of divine Live. God 
Then is not self-forgetluiness 
achieved through prayer ' 

Purity is a quality that 1 can 
best describe to you by quoting a 
part ot a letter written to one ol 
her Students by Mrs Eddy and 
found in hei biography by Lyman 
P. Powell. She wrote "Pray 
daily, never miss praying, no mat- 
ter how often: 'Lead me not into 
temptation. — scientifically ren- 
dered.— Lead me not to lose sight 
of strict purity, clean pure 
thoughts, let ail my thoughts and 



aims be high, unselfish, charitable, 
meek.— spiritually minded. With 
this altitude of thought your mind 
is losing materiality and gaining 
spirituality and this is the state of 
mind that heals the sick" (Mary 
Baker Eddy: A Life Size Portrait, 
by Lyman P. Powell, p 322). Then 
is" not purity realized through 
prayer'? 

Christian Science does not dis- 
approve the light expression of 
clean human affections as the evi- 
dence, humanly expressed, of the 
ever-presence of divine Love, 
God. The manner in which they 
endeavor to express these affec- 
tions is given in the Daily Prayer 
in the Manual of The Mother 
Church (Art. VIII, Sect. 4) which 
Christian Scientists dutifully and 
gratefully pray each day. It reads 
in part: "May Thy Word enrich 
the affections of all mankind, and 
govern them" Then is not a pure 
affection gained through prayer'' 

It is through prayer that all 
healing in Christian Science is ac- 
complished; it is often referred to 
as treatment. This prayer is a fer- 
vent desire, governed and guided 
by spiritual understanding, to 
know God as All-in-all. It is more 
than a prayer of faith; it is one 
that reveals to us the perfection 
of God and man, His image and 
likeness, and proves it in healing 
the sick, bringing redemption to 
the sinner, comfort to the sorrow- 
ing, and supply to the needy ones. 

This was impressively demon- 
strated in a beautiful healing of 
which I would like to tell you. 

Victims, apparently, of the un- 
settled economic and living con- 
ditions prevalent immediately fol- 
lowing World War II, a well- 
educated, capable, refined middle- 
aged husband and wife of com- 
fortable means found themselves 
physically sick, mentally dis- 
traught, and without a place they 
could call home. Having exhaust- 
ed all human means of solving 
their problems, they turned to 
Christian Science, although they 
knew very little about it, and ap- 
pealed to a Christian Science 
practitioner in a distant city for 
help. 

The practitioner, answering the 
wife's long-distance telephone 
call, silently prayed for the reali- 
zation of man's perfection as the 
idea of God: he worked to know 
that because there is but one 
Mind, God, ihe false claim of a 
mind apart from God, called mor- 
tal mind, could not and did not 
hold this couple in bondage and 
that in the o"i ni presence, omr'po- 
tence, and omniscience of God, 
there could be no evil presence, 
power, or knowing. Also, he as- 
sured the suffering one audibly 
that she and her husband were 
God's children and that all the 
Father'- love was present right 
where they were to heal and to 
provide for them. 

The practitioner was obedient 
to the healing rule in Science and 
Health (p 395) which reads: 
"Like the great Exemplar, the 
healer should speak to disease as 
one having authority over it, leav- 
ing Soul to master the false evi- 
dences of the corporeal senses and 
to assert its claims over mortality 
and disease " He spoke with the 
authority of the healing and re- 
deeming Christ, Truth, which he 
knew was ever present. He con- 
cluded his treatment with these 
words: "God's law and God's 
power cover everything." 

These words were spoken with 
such assurance, conviction, and 
spiritual authority that at the end 
of a 10-day period a letter came 
from the wife saying that a heal- 
ing hud occurred, which tilled 
them with awe, for, as she wrote, 
it was like a miracle. A goiter 
with which <he had been afflicted 
had completely disappeared, leav- 
ing no trace At the -iime time, 
constipation of 3d years stand- 
ing had been healed < "her results 
of this 10 days of pr lyer or treat- 
ment were the restoration of the 
husband's health, whn h hud failed 
during their struggle and the re- 
gaining of his courage and his 
ambition to go forward. More- 
over, the daily study of the Les- 
son-Sermon, undertaken during 
this period, became .i regular 
practice. Within a few months a 
new business was undertaken, a 
comfortable home was established, 
and a great sense of contentment 
and security was gained. 

Thus was the prayer of Chris- 
tian Science that acknowledged 
the authority of the law and the 
power of the one Mind, God. an- 
swered in the realization of ihe 
goodness of God, manifested in 
better health, greater security, and 
more happiness. 

"Popular theology." Mrs. Eddy 
declares in Science and Health (p. 
557), "takes up the history ol man 
as if he began materially right, 
but immediately fell into mental 
sin; whereas revealed rclic^n 
proclaims the Science of Mind and 
its formations as being in accord- 
ance with the first chapter of the 
Old Testament, when God. Mind, 
spake and it was done." 

Here, my friends, is God's lov- 
ing, healing voice of authority, 
which established good as infinite 
and eternal. It is the voice with 
which Christ Jesus spoke in his 
heahng works, when he declared 
(John 5 17). "My Father worketh 
hitherto, and I work ' Bv reflec- 
tion you can speak with the voice 
of authority "Entirely sej arate 
from the belief and dream ol ma- 
terial living," writes Mrs Eddj n 
Science and Health (p. 14 • "is 
the Life divine, revealing spiritual 
understanding and the con. ' . 
ness ot man's dominion ovei tht 
whole earth This understan I ng 
casts out error and heals the k, 
and with it you can speak 'as me 
having authority ' " 

How Beautifully this verse of a 
hymn, with which I shall cl e, 
tells us of this voice of authority 
(Christian Science Hymnal No. 5;: 

"A voice from heaven we ha.e 

heard, 

The call to rise from earth; 
Put armor on, the sword now 
gird 

And for the fight go iortlx"

expedition to Mt. McKinley, Brad- 
ford Washburn was enthusiastical- 
ly received by a large audience last 
Friday evening when he lectured 
at the High School auditorium for 
the benefit of the Winchester 
Mothers' Association scholarship 
fund. 

Mrs. Richard C. Cunningham, 
president of the association, graci- 
ously thanked all who had support- 
ed the event, thus making available 
to the Winchester Scholarship 
Foundation additional funds for 
the further education of worthy 
students. In introducing Mr. Wash- 
burn, Mrs. Cunningham remarked 
that he had both literally and fig- 
uratively climbed to his present 
position" of fame. Mr. Washburn 
proved this beyond any doubt by 
his will delivered, occasionally 
humorous, and beautifully illus- 
trated account of the Conquest of 
Mt. McKinley. He showed both 
still and moving colored pictures of 
the climb, parachutes in action 
dropping supplies, incredibly beau- ; 
tiful panoramas of Alaskan sun- 
rises and sunsets, and the curious 
patterns caused by gales in the 90 
foot deep snow. 

RKO Motion Picture Company i^ 
planning to film "The White Tow- 
er" in the Alps this summer, and 
at their request, Mr. Washburn 
took in his party two of their cam- 
eramen sir that they might gain 
experience in working in high al- 
titudes with electrically driven 
camera equipment. The New Eng- 
land Museum of Natural History, 
of which Mr. Washburn is the di- 
rector, was interested in sponsor- 
ing the expedition to do further 
map work, color photography, and 
to carry out geological and cosmic 
ray research for the University of 
Chicago. 

The party of 1.'?, including Mrs. 
Washburn, the first woman to 
climb 20,000 foot Mt. McKinley. 
took off on March 23 by plane for 
Alaska. They reached the summit 
of the mountain on June 0, having 
used dog teams and snowshoes for 
most of the trip. It is extremely 
cold up there and human efficiency 
is slowed down 40 percent by the 
high altitude, it took a whole day 
to build an igloo, work which un- 
der normal conditions would take 
three hours. All cooking was done 
by pressure cookers, as the boiling 
point at these high altitudes is 172 
degrees. They used dehydrated and 
fro/en foods entirely. Gales of 60 
to 80 miles an hour and tempera- 
tures of 20 and 30 below zero were 
constantly encountered. The equip- 
ment necessary for daily living 
under such condiitions, plus all the 
items required for the important 
research accomplished by the party- 
make it evident that this expedi- 
tion was a noteworthy event in the 
annals of mountain climbing and 
exploration.

The construction of the new Ma- 
rycliff Academy on Hitrh street 
was officially begun last Satur- 
day, Oct. 2o, when the cornerstone 
was blessed and laid by His Excel- 
lency, Most Reverend Richard J. 
Gushing, D, D., Archbishop of Bos- 
ton. Addressing the large gather- 
ing of clergy, students of the 
school, alumnae and friends Arch- 
bishop Gushing congratulated the 
Religious of Christian Education, 
the Sisters who conduct Marycliff 
and urged all present to encourage 
them in their undertaking by pray- 
er and generous financial support. 
The exercises took place on the 
former Dowries Estate, which was 
purchased by the Religious of 
Christian Education in 1945, 

The Archbishop was welcomed by 
the. students of Marycliff. who 
formed a guard of honor to receive 
him. Members of the Winchester 
Council Knights of Columbus stood 
at attention with drawn swords 
when His xcellency passed, The 
procession from the house to the 
site of the new school was headed 
by the band of the Sacred Heart 
Church, Roslindale. They were 
followed by the Senior Class of 
Marycliff Academy and the Sis- 
ters; acolyte*, priests and monsig- 
nori directly preceded the Arch- 
bishop.

WARNING! 



While it would seem that no om 
should need to be warned against 
setting fires of any kind out ot 
doors at this time, the fact is thai 
many in Winchester seem to feel 
it is all right for them to burn 
leaves or rubbish especially if an 
incinerator is used. Last week- 
end the Police were literally run 
ragged stopping persons from 
having fires in al! parts of the 
town. 

It is only natural in view of the 
destruction prevalent as a result 
of forest fires that householders 
.should become nervous, perhaps 
unduely, as they see their neigh- I 
bors starting fires near their prop- 
erty, and it should be remembered 
that no one is being given permits 
to burn during the present dry- 
spell. In other words no one has 
any right to light a fire outdoors 
right now. 

So much for usual household 
burning of leaves and ruboish, Do 
not do it. at least until after this 
drought is broken, and then, not 
without a permit. 

Unfortunately there seem to he 
some of the town's youth who like 
to set fires out of pure deviltry. 
For them the police are going to 
be on the watch, and if any one. 
man, woman, or child, is caught 
setting a fire for the fun or mis- 
chief of it. they can expect no con* 
nideration at Police Headquarters. 
W > have Acting Police Chief 
O'Connell's word for it that they 
will go to court, regardless of age 
or sex. The community will be 
solidly behind such action by the 
police.

Special Town Meeting Votes for 
Original Site lor West 
Side School 

Disregarding the referendum 
vote of last spring, Monday even- 
ing's special session of the limited 
town meeting voted to reject the 
School Committee's proposal to ac- 
quire the Pond property on High 
street as the site for a west side 
school and to instruct the Andrews 
Hill Building Committee to recon- 
sider its orignal plans and submit 
new ones at the next town meeting 
for a school building to be erected 
on the Emerson road site, original- 
ly acquired by the town as a site 
for a school in 1937, 

Besides its action on the school 
articles the meeting voted to trans- 
fer from the Excess and Deficiency 
Fund the sum of $7,957,69 to be 
expended by the Cemetery Com- 
missioners for the reconstruction 
of the utility building in the Ceme- 
tery, damaged by fire, and to pur- 
chase equipment destroyed at that 
time. 

Mr. Gleason explained that in- 
surance money, under town proced- 
ure goes to the Excess and Defi- 
ciency Fund, making it necessary 
for a vote of the town to enable 
the Commissioners to spend the 
sum coming to the town in payment 
for its fire damage in the ceme- 
tery. 

The School articles were not so 
easily disposed of. In fact there 
wire two hours of debate that 
ranged from the perfunctory to the 
heated before a decision was final 
ly reached. Before the matter was 
decided the meeting voted to poll 
the residents of the west side hill 
district, present at the meeting on 
their preference in the matter of 
school sites, over the opposition of 
the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee and other precinct members 
who questioned the expediency and 
necessity for such a poll and even 
its legality. 

Daniel F. Barnard, chairman of 
the Andrews Hill Building Com 
mittee, reported for his committee, 
stressing the steps the group had 
taken in arriving at its recommen- 
dations to the town and calling up- 
on the Committee's architect, 
Evander French, to discuss the 
actual seho"! plans which had been 
submitted. 

Mr. French, in an admirably dis- 
passionate summing up of the mat- 
ter, said that a good deal of the 
opposition to the original west side 
school plans seemed to center about 
the type and cost of the building.

BROWN RECEIVES PATENT 



LEGION TO BE GUEST AT 
ARMISTICE VESPERS 



On Oct. 7, the United States Pa- 
| tent Office granted patent number 
2,428,648 on a "Horsesho e Bell" to 
Fulton Brown of Winchester. 

This invention is based upon the 
discovery of Mr. Brown that two 
or more horseshoes, when joined 
together in a particular manner, 
will emit a pleasing bell-like tone 
upon being struck by a hard object. 

The chief feature of his device 
resides in joining together two or 
more horseshoes so that one of 
them is in a plane perpendicular to 
the other or others, causing them, 
•when struck, to vibrate at such a 
rate that favorable sounds are pro- 
duced. 

In constructing a hell with two 
horseshoes which, for the sake of 
clarity, may be termed A and B, 
one heel or end of A is welded to B 
in such a manner that the two 
units are perpendicular to each 
other. The other heel of shoe A is 
brought near shoe B, but is separ- 
ated therefrom by a space wide 
enough to permit both of them, 
when subjected to a sharp blow, to 
vibrate without interference. A 
clapper is suspended from the top 
of A and is used as the striking 
element. 

Mr. Brown states that the pitch- 
es and tone qualities of different 
bells made according to this meth- 
od, may be varied through a con- 
siderable range by using larger or 
smaller shoes, and by weighting 
them in various ways. His bell may 
he made from new or worn shoes 
and heavy or light ones, whether 
or not pierced for the passage of 
nails. 

The application for this patent 
was tiled on March 22. 194"), and 
it consists of eight claims.

RECEITION TO NEW~PASTOR 



Dr. James A Lamphier of 27 
Church street, has recently operat- 
ed and removed a 30 pound abdom- 
inal tumor from an 8(1 year old wo- 
man at the Symmes Arlington Hos- 
pital. The patient weighed 110 
pounds before the operation and 
has since been discharged improv- 
ed. Abdominal tumors of this size 
are unusual in this country. How- 
ever-, they are not too uncommon 
in the Oriental countries. Dr. 
Lamphier- states it is interesting to 
note that in 1809, Mary Crawford 
rode 60 miles on horseback, that 
Doctor Ephraim McDowell of Dan- 
ville. Kentucky, might attempt the 
removal of an abdominal tumor so 
large that her abdomen hung well 
down toward her knee-. This was 
the first successful operation of 
this type in this country. Miss 
Crawford was evidently a woman 
of spirit and vitality, for five days 
after the operation, she was dis- 
covered up and about, making her 
bed.

Its mem- 
bers and its architect came out of 
ihe meeting with increased stature 
and a strong vote of confidence in 
the $10,701) given them to bring in 
new plans ami sealed bids for a 
more modest school to be erected 
on the Emerson road lot. So far 
as we can recall no building com- 
mittee ever ha<l money so voted to 
it, and it behooves the committee 
accurately to judge the public tem- 
per in the matter of a school build- 
ing rather than to be swayed by 
School Committee wishes in pre 
paring plans for a new school. The 
building designed by the architect 
originally incorporated the various 
features which the School Commit- 
tee asked for. The Building Com- 
mittee and architect had a choice 
neither in the matter of site for a 
school nor as to what it should in- 
clude. If the plan was too elaborate 
and costly, the fault, if fault it be, 
is not theirs. At the close of Mon- 
day's session a School Committee 
representative voiced the hope 
that the Building Committee would 
not do anything in connection with 
the design of tne new building con- 
trary to the wishes of the school 
authorities. Naturally the Building 
Committee will consult with the 
School Committee in preparing 
their new plans, and naturally they 
will try to give the School Com- 
mittee as nearly what it wants as 
possible. When, however, there is 
a clash of opinion between the 
School Committee and Building 
Committee, the latter group can 
well decide to stand pat on their 
own judgment. They would seem 
to have the public confidence. The 
School Committee has shown no 
strong leadership in*- this matter of 
a west side school from the very 
first, and many resented their fail- 
ure to fight for what was con- 
ceived, by the public at least, to be 
their convictions in the matter of 
the High Street lot. The town 
should, of course, look to its 
School Committee for leadership in 
school matters. At Monday's spec- 
ial town meeting the school author- 
ities seemed to have little if any 
preference, while the Andrews Hill 
Building Committe hail a plan and 
the promise of action. The School 
Committee can not blame the town 
if they find themselves now in 
a weakened position when they 
should be leading the way. 
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reason that this is to be a Special 
Town Meeting for consideration of 
one of those problems, this Com- 
mittee feel- that the residential 
real-estate assessment issue, al- 
though a pressing problem at the 
present time, should nevertheless 
!i • omitted from consideration at 
the furthcoming Special Town 
.Meeting. 

The Winchester Citizens' Com- 
mittee earnestly desires that all 
Winchester citizens be aware of 
the discrimination and inequality 
existing today in Winchester in tfttj 
i nfoi cement of the tax laws, How- 
ever, the Committee believes that 
such awareness should not impede 
or postpone action to be taken by 
the Town for the welfare of the 
whole. It is hoped, rather, that 
.-uch awareness will serve to pro- 
mote careful and searching consid- 
eration of all proposals that vitally 
affect the position of those Win- 
chester taxpayers who are carry- 
ing a heavier proportionate share 
of the tax burden.

Since being graduated recently 
from St. Agnes Hospital School of 
Nursing in Fond du Lac. Wiscon- 
sin. I've done many different types 
id' nursing, both in civilian and 
veterans' hospitals. Naturally. I 
was a bit curious as to just how 
your Eastern hospital routine 
would differ from ours in the Mid- 
dle West. The past fortnight in the 
Winchester Hospital has given me 
a most favorable impression. It 
was a pleasure to find that there 
is excellent cooperation among the 
members of the nursing staff here, 
and there was a ready willingness 
to acquaint me with the established 
routine. 

I am wondering whether the 
community realizes how good the 
equipment of Winchester Hospi- 
tal is. Not always in a hospital of 
this size do you find modern 
equipment so fully complemented 
with all necessary supplies for 
loth routine and emergency cases. 

On two occasions when there 
were special emergencies calling 
for prompt action and coordination 
of effort. 1 was impressed with the 
calm, orderly, quiet procedure with 
which these situations were hand- 
led. With a less efficient staff, 
working in an equally limited 
pact . ther > would have been un- 
desirable noise and confusion. 

It is evident, too, that thought 
has been given to attractive sur- 
roundings as well as efficiency and 
cleanliness. I am told that a 
House Committee is responsible 
tor the tastefully furnished rooms 
with their colorful draperies and 
tinted walls. Winchester is fortu 
nate in having such a Hospital, and 
I hope it is thoroughly appreciat- 
ed.

Dear Mr. 

Your letter arrived just before 
the tires started and I have been 
out at Kennebunkport ever since.

off yet, don't get too comfortable, 
just keep on reading. 

"Want to go for a ride?" they 
asked, "We're going up to the An- 
imal Shelter. Of course we know 
it's Sunday. That's the only day 
we could all get together, and the 
only time Mr. Bryer had free." 

I went along, just for the ride, 
and I'm mighty glad I did. The 
car Was full of noise and boys, 
I Winchester boys, all high school 
age. As the car came to a slop 
someone called "this is it fellows, 
4"2 Washington street There's 
I the sign over the door. M. S. 1'. c 
Vnimal Shelter. Say. does any- 
one know this guy Bryer?" No 
one knew Mr. Bryer. but then I 
didn't know him either and I had 
lived in Winchester for over two 
years. I 

"We hired the hall at the First 
Congregational Church for the L. 
C Dance, some one stated. Nov. 14 
is the date. We've got to make a 
go of it. Everything we make over 
expenses, goes to the Animal Shel- 
ter, Music donated by The Har- 
mortizers" chanted the b 0 y ■. 
"Shall we have dog biscuits for re- 
freshments and give a can of 
Meouvv Cat Food to the guy who 
-ells the most tickets?" This ban- 
ter went on until Mr. Bryer open- 
ed the door and in his quiet way 
asked us to look over the Shelter. 

Mr. Bryer i* a man of medium 
height, a little on the lean side. He 
has cleai gray eyes and a whimsi- 
cal smile. His easy friendliness is 
contagious. Immediately the boys 
felt at home with him. 

"I don't have much time to get 
things done." said Mr. Bryer. "I 
work full time at ■'. H. Winn's so 
have to do all the Shelter work ev- 
enings and week-ends. My finan- 
cial support comes from the Win- 
chester Women's Auxiliary of the 
M. S. P. C, A. I also get free 
medical treatment for my animais 
at the Angel Memorial Hospital in 
Boston. A lot of my time is given 
free id' charge and I enjoy giving 
it. The Shelter still lacks some of 
the necessary equipment however 
but in spite of this we seem to be 
able to cope with most problems.* 
The Shelter had more than its 
share of cats last Sunday. They 
were friendly cats. They climbed 
up the toys trouser legs. They 
mewed and yowled. A black pup- 
py waiting for a home barked ex- 
citedly, A big white rabbit munch- 
ed contentedly on a wilted cabbage 
lea/. Two of the boys took snaps 
of everything in sight. 

"See this net boys," said Mr. 
Bryer. "It has an extention han- 
dle. I used this apparatus to res- 
cue a skunk from a dry-Well, un- 
der a window of a private home 
on Yale street, a while ago. It was 
after dark when the ca.l came in, 
this made the re.-cue a little nard- 
er. I put my apparatus in the am- 
bulance and drove over to Yale 
street. The owner had contemplat- 
d shooting the skunk but thought 
I etter of it. 

Fear of damage to the house, 
plus the unpleasantness of clean- 
ing up afnrward. made him change 
his mind.

I 
worked the net under the mother 
and, keeping a safe distance wtth 
the aid of the extension handle, 
dropped the mother skunk under 
some shrubbery a considerable dis- 
tance from the dry-well and once 
more flashed my light into the 
well, this time to rescue the ba-

SKULL BELIEVED MEDICAL 
SPE< I MEN 



Acting Chief Edward W. O'Con- 
II of the Police Department has 
had from the State pathologist a 
report on the piece of a human 
skull sent by the local authorities 
to the State laboratory for examin- 
ation. The skull was brought home 
by ii west side dog two weeks ago 
and turned over by the dog's owner 
to the Police. Medical Examiner 
John Wilcox suggested that it be 
sent to the State pathologist. 

State experts, after examination, 
are of the opinion that the section j 
of the skull is a dissecting-room 
specimen, the cuts having been 
those usually made for medical ex- 
amination purposes. There was no 
evidence that the mark- on t he 
skull had been made before death 
and the flesh (dinging to the bone 
had the appearance of having been 
treated with the usual medical 
school presei'vative.

Dr. John Coillin, director of Med- 
ical Information and Education of 
the Massachusetts Medical Society- 
was the guest speaker. He held 
the attention of everyone until 
long after the usual closing time. 
Excerpts from Dr. ( otilm s talk: 
"There are two projects under 
consideration locally in which 1 
am much interested. The expan- 
sion of facilities at the Winches- 
ter Hospital is a venture of great 
importance to your community. 
The critical shortage of hospital 
beds is a fact known to al! of us. 
The frequent necessity of postpon- 
ing hospital admissions for elec- 
tive surgery or diagnostic studies 
is a situation vexing to doctor and 
patient alike. Hospital managers 
have many problems, but despite 
critical shortages of help and of- 
ten inadequate facilities they have 
done a splendid job of meeting 
emergency situation.-. 

"I w ish to point out that a mere j 
multiplication of beds and expan- ' 
sion of mechanical facilities is not ' 
the entire answer to better medical 
care tor more people. We are 
familiar with the concept of the 
hospital as the 'doctor's work- 
shop.' The type of medical care 
and standards of practice prevail- 
ing in a community have close as- 
sociation with the type and stand- 
ards of hospital facilities available. 
I feel that Winchester is fortunate 
in having high standards in the 
Winchester Hospital and in the 
1 hysicians who utilize its facilities. 
These factors prevailing. 1 urge 
your co-operation and support in 
I he expansion program id' your 
community hospital. 

"The other local project in which 
I am very much interested is the 
matter of sanitation in eating and 
drinking establishments 1 feel 
that we frequently fail to realize 
the responsibility which we dele- 
gate to proprietors and managers 
of places which so serve the pub- 
lic. The physician has strong 
views on this matter since it is he 
wdio sees the scattered and at 
times frequent cases of so-called 
"food poisoning'' which arise from 
improper preparation or Storage 
of food or careless handling of 
I prepared food, drink, dishes or 
: containers. 

"Local and state health officers 
are at all times interested in this 
most important problem. Assist- 
ance is readily available in educa- 
! tionu] programs, assist once to 
management and for instruction of 
food handlers. The problem of 
sanitation goes much deeper than 
I the revulsion we feel toward lip- 
, stick on cups or glasses or soiled 
; dishes. This Is a community pro-

Dr. Conlin mentioned briefly 
certain problems which were ham- 
pering the advance of good medical 
practice. He discussed the neces- 
sity for more autoj sies as a con- 
dition for widening the hack- 
ground of medical knowledge. He 
tnentioner the dangers inherent in 
the practice of chiropractic and 
condemned it as a danger to the 
public healeh since its practition- 
ers are not properly trained in 
diagnosis. 

The Theory of chiropractic, he 
stated is unscientific and without 
any intelligent basis. Most of the 
results claimed by chiropractors 
and by their patients were the re- 
sult of applied psycho-therapy and 
of tonus of treatment in no wise 
connected with the theory of chiro- 
practic. 

Dr. Conlin discussed in s ime de- 
tail the attack on medical science 
which is waged 1 y anti-vivisec- 
tionists. "There are those" In- 
stated, "who feel that any experi- 
ment of any type performed on any 
animal under any circumstances is 
immoral and should he prohibited 
by law. The popular appeal for 
j their argument is based on the af- 
fection common to all of us fori 
the household pets— the dog and | 
the cat."

The Winchester Citizens' Com- 
mittee has voted to actively par- 
ticipate and to offer co-operation in 
the solution of several civic issues 
and problems in addition to the 
residential tax assessment issue. 
At a meeting of the committee held 
last Monday night in the Wyman 
School auditorium, the members of 
the committee unanimously au- 
thorized studies of major town 
problems such as the West Side 
school and other school questions, 
economy in town government and 
the revaluation of the entire town 
by an independent organization of 
appraisal experts. 

At the first of a series of meet- 
ings to be held successively in the 
various school auditoriums through- 
out the town, the opening speaker 
was Mr. R. S. Nesser of the .1. M. 
Cleminshaw Co. ,»;' Cleveland, Ohio 
and New York City, a linn of ap- 
praisal engineers specializing in 
the equitable revaluation of muni- 
cipalities, Mr. Nesser explained in 
detail the property assessment 
equalization service performed by 
his organization and spent the bet- 
ter part of an hour answering 
numerous and penetrating ques- 
tions from the audience. At the 
conclusion of his remarks, it was 
apparent that the audience consid- 
ered the scientific, disinterested 
and impartial method of appraisal 
to be worth further investigation 
and possible support. 

Follownu the election of officers 
and directors who were elected to 
hold office until the end of March. 
1949, a report of the action by the' 
Board of Assessors on the numer- 
ous applications for abatement was 
made to the members of the com- 
mittee. 

It was announced that the com- 
mittee now possessed reports from 
a sufficiently large number of tax- 
payers who had received action on 
their applications for abatement to 
permit the statement that the 
Board of Assessors had once again 
failed to recognize the moral and 
equitable aspects of its discrimina- 
tory 1947 residential real estate as- 
sessment policy. Of the abatement 
actions reported. of the appli- 

cants received, on the average, re- 
ductions amounting to one-half of 
their increases; 14 r '< received a- 
batement- reducing their assess- 
ments to I94S levels; and 28'' 
were refused any abatement what 
ever. It was clearly shown that the 
Assessors had refused to accede to 
the request submitted, as a result 
of the unanimous vote of some 800 
townspeople, that ]<U7 assessments 
be reduced to their 1946 levels. 

In connection with the proposal 
for a revaluation of Winchester by

chester. 

The West Side school problem 
was next discussed and it was ap- 
parent that the Winchester Citi- 
zens' Committee recognized the im- 
mediate need for a school on the 
West Side. The officers of the com- 
mittee were instructed to ascer- 
tain and report the facts involved 
in the West Side and other school 
problems with the view to co-oper- 
ating with the Town in the effec- 
tive and economical solution of 
those problems. 

The meeting ended upon the note 
that the committee can be most ef- 
fective if it constantly maintains 
the ideal of unifying all sections of 
the Town by eliminating sectional- 
ism and advancing the welfare of 
the Town as a whole.

(One of a series of informational

Most of us have experienced pro- 
fessional contacts with :i physician. 
Why should he address us with 
such a barrage of questions? We 
considered many of them irrevelant 
and a waste of time, 

One of us hail a boil mi the back 
of hi* neck. Why should inquiry 
about I'ncle Ned's delay treatment 
to the trouble at hand? Another's 
ankles of late ha\e been a little 
puffy at the end of the day. and 
the pull afoot, up the hill toward* 
home, pressed hini for breath more 
than formerly. It tried his pa 
tience and hi* breathing a* well to 
answer the seme* of questions put 
by the Doctor, Why should he con- 
sume .any time mi childhood "grow . 
ing pain-" or St. Vitus Dance, or 
the fact that grandfather died at 
■ >'l of "acute indigestion"? 

What have peanuts get to do 
with Teddy's (age three years) six- 
weeks' couch, which ha* resisted the 
best of home remedies? About *ix 
weeks ago Dick gave Teddy some 
peanut*. Mother was told that 
Teddy choked a bit as the peanut* 
were swallowed. 

John a*ked the Doctor; "Why 
should Mary be ill with a fe vet' so 
soon after spending two month* at 
their farm, up country'.' What 
could be more healthful than life 
m the glorious out-of-doors, the 
nights of long rest, cold crystal- 
clear water from the well, nutriti- 
ous food which included quantities 
of delicious raw milk and cream 
from our own cow*?" 

Our entire experience in medical 
conference* would make too long a 
story. The Doctor seems to be pick- 
ing to pieces the very tapestry of 
life rather than repairing the 
small, turn area needing attention. 
The teen-ager might well a*k 
"What'* cookin'?" 

Your medical history is ''cook- 
in' ", says the Doctor. H is carried 
back a reasonable distance through 
your ancestors, near relatives and 
your earlier life up to the present, 
moment. As in the panning of gold, 
much of the material handled is 
of little value. However, here and 
there may be a grain or two well 
worth the efforts expended. So it 
is in taking a medical history. 
Much questioning may be very nec- 
essaary to bring out factors which 
have a bearing upon your present 
difficulties, The questions may like- 
wise disclose negative evidence 
which is often more important than 
the positive. 

Revealing I'ncle Ned's Diabetes 
is an added warning to search for 
Diabetes in the individual with the 
boil. "Growing pains," St. Vitus 
Dance or the grandfather's acute 
indigestion may or may not be im- 
portant influences in the patient'- 
shortness of breath. The Doctor 
should be sharply alter ted when his 
qustioning discloses that before 
Teddy began his six -weeks' cough 
he choked on some peanuts. An of- 
fending kernal may still be in Ted- 
dy's lung. 

John's questions may have con- 



tained within themselves the an- 
swers sought. Mary might have 
Typhoid or Undulant Fever, to 
mention only two of a number of 
possibilities. The clearest and eool- 
est of near-surface springs are 
sometimes contaminated with 
germ* of the Typhoid family. Milk 
from the most .meticulously tested 
and guarded cows can contain Un- 
dulant Fever organism*. 

Each life is a tapestry. The warp 
and the weft are our ancestors. 
We, the living, in our varied envir- 
onments are the figures thereon. 
Ea.h and every thread bears a 
close or distant relation, to every 
other thread of the whole. 

The Doctor by his many questions 
is earnestly endeavoring to frame a 
word picture of your life's tapes- 
try. He will till in other important 
areas with a physical examination, 
variou* laboratory, X -ray and other 
tests, which may be indicated. Al! 
are directed toward the end of de- 
termining the true nature of your 
disorder, so that he may offer you 
the best possible solution to your 
problem.

He had twice seen his 
town invaded by the Nazis an I 
wanted to help the Americans. 
Within an hour he had collected 
5U0 sheets, each with the owner's j 
name, because "Steamer", in his 
extremity, had agreed to return 
the sheets to their owners. 

The American troops covered ' 
their uniforms with the white 
sheets and stood off the expected ! 
German attack, giving the enemy 
much the worst of it and having 
only three men slightly wounded. 
Shortly afterward "Steamer" and ! 
his men left Hemroulle, taking the 
sheets with them. What became, 
ul them "Steamer" doesn't know, I 
nor does he know what became of 
the receipts.- What with other | 
things on his mind for the mo- 
ment, he more or less forgot all 
about the whole business. 

Consequently he got quite a jolt i 
, when some newspapermen, visiting 
old battlegrounds in the ETO went 
to Hemroulle not long ago and 
wire told by villagers there that 
they wished the American officer 
who borrowed their sheets during 
the Battle of the Bulge would re- 
turn them. 

"Steamer" is returning to Eu- 
rope in January and would very 
much like to take along 500 sheets 
ter the guO<l people of Hamroulle. 
His story appeared last week-end 
in the Boston Globe and already 
ht has had quite a lew sheets sent 
ill by readers. He'd like more, a 
lot more, and hopes to capitalize 
from his address Tuesday evening 
on the ABC Network's ''Headline 
Edition" show over VVCOP. Hi- 
plea for sheets at that time went 
over a nation-wide hook-up, and 
"Time" Magazine has also contact- 
ed him. If anyone in Winchester 
wants to donate a sheet, or two, 
or three. Mr. Han Ion will be de- 
lighted to have them. He made a 
fine record during the war, one 
that his home town may well con- 
template with pride. He admits his 
conscience is bothering him with 
respect to those sheets. It ought 
not to! Donating a sheet or two 
will not only help a home town boy 
who did his bit during the war, 
but will also aid the good, and we 
suspect, needy people of Ham- 
roulle, who thought enough of the 
I tnted States troops in their town 
during the Rattle of the Bulge 
— to include with the gift of their 
bed-linen the message, "God Rless 
■\ mi Americans."

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Though not so badly hit as many 
otlur communities, Winchester felt 
the affects of Wednesday's severe 
ram and snow-storm. Shortly be- 
tore noon surface water in the Ed- 
ison manholes caused short cir- 
cuits and loss of power throughout 
the center and to the south of the 
business district.

Winter Pond rose appreciably dur- 
ing the storm as did the Aberjona 
River. The reservoirs after the 
storm were reported Up -even 
inches and still rising. 

Trftin service to Winchester dur- 
ing the afternoon was interrupted 
by a freight derailment, reported- 
ly caused by a washout at Wset 
Mcdford. No trains came into 
Winchester until late afternoon, 
and these were jammed with com- 
muters, some of whom had been 
nearly two hours getting home.

Having used the school building 
program of Winchester as the sub- 
ject of several months' study, 45 
graduate students in the Harvard 
School of Design, under the Icadi r- 
ship of Prof. Walter Bogner, are 
putting their work on display in 
the Winchester Town Hall on Tues- 
day, Nov. 18.

"In the spring a young man's 
fancy lightly turns to thoughts of 
love," but when the fall season 
comes it is a different story. The 
thoughts of many couples with 
young children turn to infantile 
paralysis or "Polio." 

The doctor makes few calls dur- 
ing August, September and Octo- 
ber on young children when he is 
not asked before he leaves the 
question, "Doctor, are you sure my 
child does not have "infantile"? 
How to answer this honestly and 
yet not excite unwarranted anxiety 
is surely the sixty-four dollar 
question. 

Another very important question 
is how much of information on 
this subject is it well for the aver- 
age parent to have? Nearly every 
parent in recent years has heard 
of the relationship of a child with 
a stiff neck and infantile paralysis. 
Certainly, this vague information 
on the part of a parent has on more 
than one occasion been the factor 
which determines that the doctor 
should be called, and of the future 
advantage of the little patient. 
However, there are many times 
when panicky parents have had 
their fears alleviated by the obser- 
vation by the doctor, that certain 
glands in tin- ne< k were sore, swol- 
len and tender, and. because any 
movement of the head caused pain 
to the patient, the neck was held 
quite rigid. 

Perhaps because the condition is 
sn important in the minds of par- 
ents, and because there is such a 
generalized vague knowledge of the 
subject, it may he of sonic value to 
briefly, and in so far as is possible 
in lay language to set forth a hrief 
review of the onset of infantile 
paralysis. 

First a Word on the "incubation 
period" — that is the elapsed time 
between the date of infection of 
the child to tit first appearance of 
symptoms, This i« not accurately 
known, but it i- likely that the per- 
iod may vary anywhere from four 
to I * days. 

Also the period during which a 
cas f . of infantile can transmit his 
infection t" another is not definite- 
ly known. However, the period of 
time from just prior to the onset of 
symptoms to the time just prior to 
the onset of paralysis is the ! i k ■ • 1 y 
period of danger of transmission, 

< Ami here let me interject a note, 
not specifically relative to infan- 
tile. This period, during which a 
child is coming down with an ill- 
ness, is the likely time in most dis- 
eases for the transference of infec- 
tion, anil so this is the period when 
parents would be well advised to 
insist upon isolation of the suspect- 
ed case in order to avoid further 
illness in other members of the 
family, particularly the children.) 

Headache is probably the most 
j constant early symptom. This head- 
ache, unlike the majority of head- 
aches in children is usually severe 
and quite constant, which is not the 
usual type of headache of which 
children complain. 

The elevation of temperature is 
usually only of moderate degree. 
High temperatures are not of com- 
mon occurrence. 

Many cases of infantile start 
with a double rise of temperature, 
i.e. there may he an initial rise of 
temperature to approximately 102 
degrees, which lasts one to three 
days, during which only fever, gen- 
eral malaise, and symptitms of the 
respiratory or gastro-interstinal 
tract will he noticed. These symp- 
toms incluuding fever will com- 
pletely subside for three to four 
days, and then there will appear 
the second rise of temperature, with 
the usual symptoms of vomiting, 
headache, rigid muscles and posi- 
tive spina! puncture findings. 

Nausea and vomiting would come 
, next in older of frequency in prob- 
ably so percent of ca-e<. 



Pain in the muscle? of the neck 
and back and sometimes in the ex- 
tremities is a most important 
symptom. This pain with resultant 
rigidity of the part is the sign most 
likely to make a definite diagnosis. 
A final diagnosis should however 
not be made except by the findings 
in the spina! fluid. Tliis fluid is ob- 
tained When ti:e doctor does a 
"spinal puncture.'' 

There is usually a general feel- 
ing of lassitude and listlessness. 
The patient likes to be left in a 
quiet position Jarring of the bed is 
very seriously objected to by the 
patient. 

To have, or to have had, infantile 
paralysis does NOT mean that the 
individual is going to end up as a 
cripple or even to have any slight 
residual paralysis. So far as the 
occurence of paralysis is concerned, 
there are three main types of the 
disease, and my purpose in listing 
these is to allay to some extent the 
fear that is so common among par- 
ents that if their child should ever 
get infantile he will end up as a 
cripple. 

1. The abortive type. This, as 
the name implies, means that the 
condition is spontaneously cured, 
before symptoms have been well 
advanced. This is a very high per- 
centage of all cases. 

2. The non paralytic type. This 
is the type in which all the usual 
symptoms occur, and the spinal 
fluid findings are diagnotsie, but 
which is not followed by any diag- 
nosable paralysis. 

3. The paralytic type. In this 
tyne varying degrees of paralysis 
will occur, but many of the para- 
lyzed cases will go on to complete 
recovery. 

The medical procedures in the 
care of infantile paralysis are ob- 
viously not a part of this dicussion.

mous vehicle. "The Barretts of 
Wimpole Street." 

Rudolph Besier has written a- 
round this celebrated romance of 
t!.e Brownings a delightfully enter- 
taining play that sustains interest 
from the rise of the curtain until 
the very end, and the Flayers take 
it in full dramatic stride. 

.Mr. Robertson, in particular, 
lends fresh talent to their group 
and new lustre to their already 
firmly established prestige, To a 
frail, bed-ridden Elizabeth, slowly 
but siirtly withering amidst her 
stifling environment, the young 
Browning enters like a fresh breeze 
in a stuffy room. Hi- confidence, 
his faith, his boundless enthusi- 
asm, his impetuousness, his burst* 
ino- vitality, hi? sheer exuberance 
of romantic passion, literally sweep 
her off her feet. Mr. Robertson 
plays 'he part as to the manner 
born, investing it with all neces- 
sary gusto and no small amount of 
romantic appeal. He makes the 
scenes of tempestuous love-making 
seem both plausible and probable 
no small achievement for even a 
professional actor. 

To heap riches upon riches, he 
had in Mrs. Blake a perfect foil. It 
is hard to do word-justice to her 
beautiful performance. As Eliza- 
beth, her first shocked reaction to 
his impulsive advances, her incred- 
ulity, her gradual involvement, 
much against her better judgment, 
her dawning convict ion. her final 
desperate resolve, are beautifully 
portrayed. In a pan that runs the 
gamut of emotions as none other 
sine,. Rhaws "Candida," Mrs. Blake 
never once falters op strikes a 
false note. One suffers in her frail- 
ty, applauds her valiant tijrht. a 
gainst the buffetings of fate, re- 
joices in her return to strength and 
her ultimate rebellion. 

The finest tribute this writer can 
pay is to say the critic forgot to 
criticize. He who came to review 
remained to admire. So far as he 
was concerned, when these two 
came together an authentic ro- 
mance stirred, blossomed, and sped 
to fulfillment upon the staire. There 
can he no higher praise. Indeed, 
the play belongs to them, and to 
her foroidding father. 

In this world "f startling con- 
trasts, one may assume that in his 
home Mr. Hall is a kind and con- 
siderate husband and father. Cer- 
tainly he has tile knack of bringing 
to life upon the stage the most 
sternly forbidding and distasteful 
characters. There can he no com- 
promise with this character of the 
father, and Mr. Hail makes none. 
His frequent (and violent I intrus- 
ions upon the scene provide much 
of the play's dramatic suspense. 
For those who choose to look for 
them, the sinister implications are 
there as well. To couple this with 
the direction of the play is a truly 
formidable task, and Mr. Hall 
emerges triumphant on both 
counts. 

The other character- command 
less praise only because they are 
incidental. As the impulsive, brow- 
beaten, at times pitiful, but even- 
tually rebellious sister Henrietta. 
Mrs. Kelly is completely success- 
ful. One exalted with her. then 
suffered with her in her humili- 
ation of spirit. As Wilson, the 
loyal servant, Mrs, Daliymple wa-s 
a maid to delight the heart of any 
beleaguered heroine. Her method 
of glidintr in and out of the room 
was as fascinating as it was mys- 
terious.

Joe Amico to Switzer Pass Won Toughie for Locals 

A pas- down the alley from quarterback Joe- Amico to right end 
Alan Switzer about midway through the final quarter, followed by Bel- 
lino's pass to Slack for the extra point, gave Winchester a 13-6 win over 
a spirited Wakefield High team at Walton Field, Wakefield, last Satur- 
day afternoon. 

Wakefield, winner over Chelsea and Melrose in its previous two 
games, started like a house afire, running the kickoff back to its :',0 



from the opening kickoff. The foot- 
ing was bad for a cut runner of 
Sammy's type and the one time he 
got into the open and seemed head- 
ed somewhere he slodged back just 
enough to permit a long-armed 
Wakefield boy to get his hand in- 
side the neek of his jersey and pull 
him off balance. If that clutch had 
missed. Sammy was off to the races.

and then driving straight down the field to a touchdown 
quishing the ball. 

Con f alone, converted end, spark- 
ed this drive with some hard run- 
ning, behind massed interference, 
but with all due respect to the hard 
driving Wakefield back- it took a 
couple of nice breaks on pass com- 
pletions to get the blue jersies all 
the way. 

Wakefield had a first and 1" at 
the Winchester 35, Dulong and En- 
carnaceo picked up seven, but on 
third down Confalone was spilled 
for a yard loss, making it fourth 
and four. 

Sardella jump-passed over center 
with Bob Abrahamson leaping up 
to intercept at the Winchester 22. 
Lefavour, towering Wakefield end, 
went up with Bob and as the two 
came down, wrestled the ball away 
from the Winchester center, giving 
Wakefield a first down. 

Twice the speedy Confalone was 
piled up without gain, but on third 
down he faded and passed out to 
the right. The ball was hobbled by 
Wakefield's McTague at the Win- 
chester 10 and as it went into the 
air was knocked down by a local 
defender. 

The leather, however, went li- 
rectly into the arms of the ever- 
present Mr. Lefavour for a vital 
completion. With the ball at the 10 
Confalone circled Winchester's left 
flank to go over standing up, drag- 
ging a would-be tackier with him 
into the end zone. Dulong tried to 
rush for the extra point but was 
piled up for a two yard loss. 

Winchester made only one of- 
fensive threat the first half. Mid- 
way through the second period Bel- 
lino fumbled a Wakefield punt with 
Dillingham making a vital recov- 
ery from a plunging Wakefield boy 
at Winchester's 38. On first down 
Paul Amico broke through on an 
inside play and driving by the close 
backers-up, sprinted to the Wake- 
field 30 for the game's longest run. 

A team-mate took one of the two 
deep-field defenders, but the other. 
Confalone, broutrht "Paulie" down. 
The locals couldn't go and lost the 
ball on downs when two passes fell 
incomplete, one thrown by Bellino 
and one by J. Amico, both intended 
for Dillingham. 

Winchester lacked fire the first 
half, but when they returned for 
the third quarter the locals were 
full of fight. 

Joe Amico came tin the field with 
the kickoff like a frightened jack- 
rabbit, getting past the entire 
Wakefield team but Confalone. who 
saved a touchdown with a pretty 
tackle <>n hi-^ own 45. 

Bellino whirled and drove off 
tackle for seven and Paul Amico 
made it first, down at the Wake- 
field 30. Bellino picked up only two 
and Amico was ^topped dead, but 
on third down Joe Amico passed 
out into the riirht flank to Dilling- 
ham and Peter was downed at the 
10 for a first down. 

Paul Amico drove through to the 
11. Bellino and Paul Amico got 
only a yard between them, the lat- 
ter running squarely into one of 
hi- own team-mates as he tried to 
get through the fighting Wakefield 
line. With a yard to go Amico tried 
again and it would have been very 
close on a measurement for first 
down, but here Dame Fortune nod- 
ded at Winchester as Wakefield 
drew a five yard penalty for off- 
side puttintr the ball on the five 
yard line, first and goal to go. 

The locals made it in two belts. 
Bellino getting a yard and Paul 
Amico on a buck to the weak side, 
cutting back and driving all the way 
into the end zone to tie up the ball- 
game. Bellino flubbed his attempt 
to convert from placement and it 
was still 6-6. 

The final quarter wasn't too far 
along when Slack barged through 
to block a Wakefield kick from the 
Winchester 40 with (Jerry Antip- 
pas recovering at the Wakefield 45, 

Paul Amico shot out a flat pass 
to Sammy Bellino and Sammy 
nearly got away, being downed af- 
ter picking up 15 yards at the 
Wakefield 30. Amico hit the line 
for five, Bellino added two and

On fourth down with two to go 
Joe Amico shot a pretty pass down 
the center alley where the ball was 
grabbed in stride by tall Alan Swit- 
zer, who ripped through the arms 
of two converging Wakefied de- 
fenders and outran a third into the 
end zone. Bellino, from kick forma- 
tion, passed away out to the left to 
Verne Slack who caught the ball in 
the end zone for the extra point. 

Sardella ran the kickoff back to 
the Wakefield 35, and the Blue then 
drove to the Winchester 36 where 
they lost the ball on downs. The 
locals rushed three times to hold 
the ball and then Slack booted a 
long one which Confalone ran back 
25 yards to his 40. 

While Winchester rooters held 
their breath and wondered why th' 
hell time didn't run out Confalone 
passed to McTague for a first 
down at Winchester's 43, and then 
took a lateral from Sardella to 
Dodge and sprint to the Winches- 
ter 20. 

Here a Fatino to Encamacco 
fell incomplete, and Confalone was 
dropped for a three yard loss on 
an attempted end sweep. Wake- 
field's last chance went with an in- 
complete pass as the whistle finally 
blew. 

Wakefield outrushed Winchester, 
134 yards to 00, making 11 first 
downs to six for Winchester. Win- 
chester had the edge in the air, 
completing five of 12 passes for 78 
yards and a touchdown, while 
Wakefield completed four of 1 1 
passe- for 42 yards. Winchester 
fumbled twice, recovering both 
tiine^. Wakefield also recovered its 
one fumble. The home team lost 
2o yards in penalties while Win- 
chester lost five yards for a back in 
motion.

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Those who missed the display of 
models and designs of junior and 
senior high school buildings by 
graduate students in the Harvard 
School of Design at the town hall 
Tuesday afternoon and evening, 
lost an opportunity to see an inter- 
esting and provocative show and 
also to see what secondary schools 
of the future will be like. They are 
not going to be ornate buildings, 
to judge by the models and draw- 
ings worked our by Prof. Burner's 
students. Long, low and rambling, 
with lots of windows and either 
wings or separate units, the new 
buildings get a certain attractive- 
ness from their stream-lining ana 
obvious utility, but they are surely 
a far cry from the type of building 
which the average New Englander 
has Come to associate with schools. 
Practically all the models designed 
to solve Winchester's high and jun- 
ior high housing problem, combine 
the buildings. Several of the plans 
place the new composite building 
at or near the site of the present 
junior high school so that full use 
can be made of existing playground 
facilities there and at nearby Ginn 
Field, One Combined building is 
placed approximately midway be- 
tween Manchester and Ginn Field 
with one wing of the school cross- 
ing Mystic avenue and taking in 
a part of Maxwell road, wiping 
out Cutting street. Still another 
extends south along Main street 
from the present Junior High 
School past Warwick terrace. Per- 
haps the most during of the plans 
shown is that which would place 
the high and junior high plants 
roughly northwest of Beggs <v 
Cobb's' tannery, extending from 
Swanton street through to Cross 
street in a plot of some 60 acres. 
This plan hail a number of small 
buildings grouped roughly o n 
either side of the Aberjona River 
with the units of the school used 
by the public, such as gymnasium, 
auditorium and playing fields to 
the north and separate from the 
units to be used in the actual schol- 
astic work of the students, The au- 
thors of this plan claim for this 
site a very low cost for the land 
taken and also the improvement of 
;i sec- ion of the town not now so 
well developed as some other sec- 
tions.

REOPENED W.BERT < \N VI. 
JOINS LIEGE TO ANTWERP 

Reconstruction of the Albert 
Canal across northern Belgium pro- 
vides the opportunity for peace- 
time trade on this waterway which 
was completed only a month be- 
fur the outbreak of World War II. 

The 7!l-mile canal was heavily 
damaged during the German invas- 
ion of Belgium in 1040, -ays the 
National Geographic Society. Ail 
its bridges were destroyed, and i!s 
locks were wrecked. These have 
now been rebuilt, 

Connecting Belgium's teeming 
port of Antwerp on the Srhlde 
River with the industrial city of 
Liege on the Meuse, this all-Bel- 
gian waterway puts Liege goods 
closer to world commerce. It pro- 
vides het.ter access to Monsin Basin 
coal, creates additional factory 
sites, and supplies water fur farm 
irrigation use. 

Prior to the construction of the 
Albert Canal in the 1930's, coal had 
been brought to Liege over an old 
canal which had 24 locks and was 
about JO miles longer. Five miles 
of its course was in the Nether- 
lands. Custom houses, locks, swing 
bridges and other factor- some- 
times delayed shipments for days. 

The Albert Canal has only six 
locks and no swing bridges. I*, not 
only speeds shipments but also ac- 
commodates 2.000 ton barges as 



against the MIO ton limit on the old 
canal. 

In some stretches the Albert 
Canal runs between 40-foot em- 
bankments above the surrounding 
country. Embankments, locks, and 
deep cuts exposed the canal to van. 
dalism at the hands of the retreat- 
nig Nazis. 

Though less than half the size 
of West Virginia, Belgium has 
1000 miles of navigable inland 
waterways. Two-thirds of the mil- 
eage is in canals, and the Belgium 
barge fleets numbers more than 
5000.

Hanlon Cot His Sheets for 
Hemroulle 



Winchester's church (hells rang 
out last Sunday afternoon and. 
responding to their summonse, the 
townsfolk trooped to the high 
school to help a local hero of World 
War n pay a debt to the people of 
the little Belgian village of Hem- 
roulle contracted during the crucial 
days of the now famous "Rattle of 
the Bulge" jjust before Christmas 
in 1944. 

At that time. Lt. Col. John D. 
Hanlon, "Steamer" Hanlon of Win- 
chester High School football fame, 
was billeted with the 502nd Regi- 
ment of the 101st Airborne Divi- 
sion in Hemroulle waiting a battle 
with a vastly superior German 
force. Snow had fallen and to 
provide camouflage for his men 
against the while, Col. Hanlon 
asked the Mayor of Hemroulle to 
have his villagers give, him sheets 
to cover the dark uniforms of the 
parati'ooipers. 

The people of HemronUe gave 
up their sheets. 500 of them, with 
a heartfelt blessing, to the Ameri- 
cans and the white bedding 
enabled Col. Hanlon's men to beat 
off the Germans with litrht casual- 
ties while inflicting heavy losses. 

Col. Hanlon promised to return 
the sheets but after the fighting 
he and his men left the vicinity of 
Bastogne anil Hemroulle with no 
thought of anything so prosaic as 
bed sheets. Recently, however, re- 
porters, returning from Europe, 
brought him the message that the 
good people of Hemroulle would 
like him to return their bed-sheets. 
Deciding to have a try at doing 
just that, the former Paratroop 
officer told his story through the 
press and radio, and last Sunday s 
meeting at the high school audi 
torlutn was the final chapter of a 
drive that has netted more than 
enough sheets to repay Col. Han 
Ion's pledge to the Belgians 

it was a sight rarely seen in 
Winchester that followed the 
ringing of the church hells last 
Sunday People appeared on the 
streets, in automobiles and on foot, 
all carrying sheets and all heading 
for tlie high school. Young and 
old. rich and poor, high ond low. 
were in the little groups converg- 
ing on the high school, now and 
then stopping to raise their eyei 
tn the sky where Navy planes 
from Squall turn, eonimandered by 
a Winchester ln>y. l,t Conrad 
Larson, roared overheat! in forma- 
tion as a salute to the festivities. 

Meanwhile at the fnltarian Church 
across Main street from the high 
school, Mary Ran ton Witham. 
direction of music, was playing up- 
proprlate selections on the Downs 
Memorial Chimes 

At tin' school the gathering 
trouped into the auditorium, fill- 
ing it completely, with standees 
l>oth on the floor and in the bal- 
cony On the stage was displayed 
the Belgian Colors and the Star 
Spangled Banner and in the pit 
in front of the stage tie- high 
school orchestra played under the 
direction of Fred Feluiet. A group 
of high school boys form the 
Student Council, ushered and col- 
lected the sheets brought to the 
hall, under the direction of F. 
Meredith Cooper of the high school 
faculty and Council President Xed 
Moorse. 

High praise belongs to the 
members of the high school student 
l>ody. They turned out for the 
meeting in large numbers, and they 
brought their parents and adults 



with them. They talked up the 
affair and without solicitation and 
with no advance notice, from their 
own pocket-money, they con- 
tributed $30 to buy ten sheets, 
with the Junior Red Cross and 
French classes each providing two 
sheets additional. Other school 
children about town were equally 

helpful. 

On the stage with Edward A. 
Rartlett, high school teacher and 
coach, who acted as master of cere- 
monies, were Rev. Dwigbt W. 
Hadley. rector of the Chur 
Epiphany; Rev. Edmund C. Sliney, 
pastor of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion Church; former Lt. <*ol. 
Hanlon and his mother. Mrs. John 
K Hanlon of Bridge street; Dr. 
Albert Navez. Belgian Consul for 
New England; Philip P. Wads- 
worth, chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen; Mrs. Kenneth B. Toye, 
chairman of the committee in 
charge of arrangements. Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles A. Farrar. Jr.. com- 
mittee members and Lt. and Mrs. 
Conrad Larson. 1'SX. 

Mr. Bartlett. Lieutenant Colonel 
in the Air Forces during World 
War 11. introduced just the right 
note into the conduct of the meet- 
ing blending dignity with humor 
in tin correct proportion to main- 
tain interest for every one. Many 
remarked the splendid way in 
which he handled his important 
duties. 

Opening the program, the Bel- 
gian National Anthem was sung 
by three natives of that country. 
Mrs Alberte Collen Pleasanton of 
Melrose, bride of a former O. 1.; 
Claudine Smets, scholarship stu- 
dent at R V ; and Ferdinand 
Dirkens, fellowship student at M. 

I T Lucy Wilcox Cushman played 
for the singers who were not pro- 
fessionals, l»ut who sang their 
national anthem with great dignity. 

Rev Mr. Hadley made the invo- 
cation and was followed by Mr. 
WadSWorth, himself a World War 

II veteran, who brought the greet- 
ings of the town to the meeting, 
stressing that the town had two 

debts to pay. one to the people <vf 
Hemroulle and one to Col. Hanlon. 
of whom the town is very proud 
Lt. Larson, one of the operations 
othe rs at Naval Air Station, ^quan- 
tum told the meeting how happy 
tin' Naval Reserve was* to partici- 
pate in the meeting. 

Dr, Xavoz. principal speaker at 
the meeting, characterized the 
gathering as a contribution to 
international understanding and 
praised Winchester as a commun- 
ity with a spirit able to transcend 
i:- own boundaries. "Winchester 
and Hemroulle Irave joined", he 
said. "They want to pull together 
in the world and make the world 
one." 

Continuing. Dr Nnvez told 
something of Hemroulle. describ- 
ing the village and its people, con- 
trasting its simple aspects With 
Winchester and elaborating on the 
international good will which U 
drawing it and Winchester to- 
gether. He closed by expressing 
Ho greatest pleasure in the fact 
that Winchester's gesture of eood 
will toward the people of Hem- 
roulle was entirely voluntary and 
not the doing of something the 
town had been asked to do. 

Mrs. Toye was introduced as 
the motivating power behind Win- 
chester's remarkable demonstra- 
tion. She deplored the credit 
rightfully given her. stating that 
the committee was the whole 
town and stressing the assistance 
given the project by the town's 
clergy. 

She felt it a shame that some 
representative of the Soviet I'nion 



could not be present to see what 
clergymen can do to help a com 
munity and also to be told that 
Winchester would do the same 
thing for the Russian people, but 
not for their Government. 

Col. Hanlon modestly told his 
own story in his own way. making 
a most favorable impression as be 
told those present that the meet 
ing was the greatest thing that 
had ever happened to him and ex- 
pressed his sincere gratitude for 
the assistance given him in repay 

h of the ln 8 his (le,)t to tne Belgians. His 
happy mother was introduced and 
graciously took a bow. 

At the conclusion of his address 
Col. Hanlon asked a former para 
trooper. "Gerry" Ficeociello, one 
of Winchester's old football stars 
and co-captain of the team that 
beat Woburn 46-0, to come up onto 
the stage. 

In full uniform. "Piccy" re- 
sponded, getting a great hand as 
he demonstrated his equipment, 
with Col Hanlon's help. flnall> 
ripping the cord to display the 
open chute on which the para- 
trooper drops down to hi- ground 
assignment. 

The youthful portion of the 
audience was absorbed by 
"Ficcy's" show and just about 
mobbed the former fullback after 
the meeting. 

Father Sliney, for 2~ years an 
Army Chaplain, pronounced the 
benediction and was followed by 
Winchester's own Norma Farrar. 
student at University of New 
Hampshire, who sang in her usual 
pleasing manner the "Star Span 
gled Banner" while the audience 
stood Again Lucy Wilcox Cush- 
man provided the accompaniment. 

"Lite Magazine" was at the 
meeting taking pictures and prac- 
tically all the Boston dailies were 
represented with photographers 
and correspondents. A total of 
540 sheets were taken in at the 
meeting and from observation they 
were ninety percent new sheets 
Resides these Col. Hanlon hail 
other sheets in advance of the 
meeting and sheets have been 
coming in ever since. He will 
have many more than his quota 
when he visits Hemroulle after the 
lirst of the year. 

The sheets were gathered to- 
gether and on Monday, in a truck 
loaned by the Park Department. 
Col. Hanlon took his sheets to 
Boston to the Boston Globe Office 
where they will be prepared to go 
oversells to settle Winchester's 
debt to Hemroulle. Through tin 
offices of Filene's in Winchester, 
the actual packing and crating of 
the sheets will be done by Filene's 
experts 

The actual committee in charge 
of arrangements for the meeting 
included Mrs. Kenneth R. Toye, 
chairman, Mr and Mrs. Charles 
A. Farrar. Jr . and Mr. Edward A 
Rartlett Some 4S women's organi- 
zations in town gave the affair 
publicity, and the town's clergy 
gave additional valuable assist- 
ance.

Garve> Star of Sweet Victor} 
for Orange 

Woburn beat Winchester on 
Manchester Field Thanksgiving 
morning 13, 0, before a crowd that 
must have edged up to the 10.000 
mark, if it didn't actually hit that 
figure, lt was the biggest crowd j 
ever to see a Winchester game in < 
the opinion of the writer. 

It is too bad Winchester didn't 
put on a better show for the big 
holiday crowd, but the fact is, the 
locals didn't have it, and except 
for a couple of offensive flashes 
early in the game and one 51 yard 
sortie through the air in the fading 
minutes of play, the Red and 
Black was never in it. 

Woburn, with what looked like a 
lot bigger team than the published 
weights gave them credit for hav- 
ing 1 , completely dominated play on 
the rushline. where ti.e local for- 
wards weren't charging and shift- 
ing to meet the Woburn offensive 
strength. 

Time and again Winchester for- 
wards had Woburn backs well be- 
hind the line of scrimmage, but in- 
decisive tackling permitted the 
hard-running Orange and Black 
carriers to rip away and keep go- 
ing for yardage instead of losses. 
A completely missed defensive as 
signment permitted Garvey to com- 
plete Naruone's pass for Woburn's 
lirst touchdown, and at .east two 
Winchester boys should have rid- 
den the big Woburn fullback out- 
side on his second scoring gallop. 

We don't want to take anything 
away from Woburn. The Orange 
was up for the game and played 
hard, spirited footb a ll all the way. 
It played much the better ball and 
deserved to win. Perhaps it would 
have beaten the best showing the 
locals have made this year. Cer- 
tainly it didn't do so on the holiday. 
Winchester had no drive, no block- 
ing and poor generalship.

William H. Warren Bicknell, of 
411 Arlington street, nationally- 
known etcher and long time resi- 
dent of Winchester, died at his 
summer studio in Provincetown 
Friday, Nov. 21. at the age of 87. 
Failing eyesight forced his retire- 
ment several years ago and he had 
recently been in poor health. Hi- 
wife is his only survivor. 

Mr. Bicknell was the son of Wil- 
liam Emery, and Rebecca Jane 
(Richmond I Bicknell. He was born 
in Boston and graduated from the 
Public Latin School in 1878, subse- 
quently attending the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts School. 

He was rated the best portrait 
painter in his class which included 
Tarbel] and others who later be- 
came famous as painters. With 
that independence which was to 
characterize him throughout his 
lifetime, however, he chose to ex- 
press himself through the medium 
of etching and dry points, winning 
national renown in this field. 

His work has been shown in im- 
portant galleries throughout the 
country and is represented in the 
Rochester. \'. V. Memorial Art 
Gallery, the Library of Congress. 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. Now 
York Public Library and the Chi- 
cago Art Institute. In 1904 he re- 
ceived the bronze medal fop the 
St. Louis Exposition. 

Mr, Bicknell was ver; 
In addition to his etchin 
points, he painted and 
pencil sketches and charcoal draw- 
ings. His illustrations, done for the 
Hihliograph Publishing Society of 
Boston, were of a very fine order, 
comparable to some of the more 
famous illustrations done for 'he 
Dickens books, and he did many 
beautiful book-plate-. Late in life

BENEFIT 



Employees of the Perry Memor- 
ial Hospital In Princeton, 111., will 
benetit through a new hospitaliza- 
tion plan, presented by a former 

Wineliesterite, Norman I>. Roberts, 
who Is now administrator of the 
hospital, having moved from his 
home at \% Fells Rd., to Illinois 
last July. - 

Mr. Roberts, at a monthly meet- 
in:; of t lie hospital nurses' club, 
outlined several hospital benefit 
plans to the nurses, who chose one 
of them to be presented to the 
trustees. 

1'nder the plan, which has been 
accepted by the trustees, benefits 
will go to all personnel regularly 
employed for six months continu- 
ously, as follows: 

Fourteen days sick leave (with 
resrular 10-hour work pay) in any 
one year of continual service to 
the hospital. 

Fourteen days hospitalization, 
when necessary on doctor's orders 
to use a hospital bed as a patient 
plus no charge for 1" different 
types of ordinary drugs and nor- 
mal re-dressings; pins a possible 
adjustment of the hospital hill for 
days in one year exceeding 11 
days; plus a charge of cost-plus 
loc; on extra drugs consumed. 

if the employees need drugs 
from the hospital drug room, on — 
doctor's prescription, for personal 
use, a charge of cost-plus— 1 0^ 
will be made. 

If registered nurses not regular- 
ly employed by the hospital are 
afforded the facilities of the hospi- 
tal a 2<' r ; discount from their hill 
will bo given for services to that 
registered nurse only tnot to any 
member of the nurse's family).

Also 
at the Star office you will find an 
airview photograph that shows at 
a glance how the school areas form 
a natural unit and how traffic 
should by-pass the center. All this 
gives a good illustration of what 
town-planning should cover. The 
problems of the grade-crossing, 
traffic congestion at the Center, 
pedestrian safety and our school 
lay out should be thought out as a 
whole; not as isolated projects. 
Have we a Town-planning Board? 

From the dollar stand-point, this 
idea of joining our existing school 
properties lias the great advantage 
of using what we already have 
rather than junking over 1200,000 
worth of real estate, Also, from 
a thrift standpoint, this is still no 
time to build. Those who voted 
"tio" in Che referendum on the 
'•West-<ide School" have no reason 
for reversing their vote If and 
when another referendum is re- 
quired. It will be 18-24 months 
yet before material!' are plentiful 
enough to drive costs down. 

In (he meantime we can provide 
temporary school quarters in the 
Andrews Hill section and point out 
that homes were started in this 
part of Winchester with the full 
undersuindiOs; of the owners that 
n new school would be doubtful 
and other town facilities slow in 
completion. For the rest of us 
'his period of belt tightening could 
lie put to good use by getting our 
local town government in order, 
our set up is just a hand-me-down 
from early days when life was 
h ss complex. Possibly here is a 

field for the Citizens' Committee 

to use its able leadership in a 
broader endeavor.

chester, Mass. 

This invention pertains to a ma- 
chine for cutting a form, such as a 
shoe side, from a sheet of stock. In 
the use of this equipment, t hi' sole 
stock is supported upon a movable 
table which travels by means of 
fluid pressure, toward- and away 
from a fixed abutment or plate. 
When the material enters into firm 
contact with tins abutment and the 
desired clamping pressure between 
them is attained, a cutting knife 
begins to operate on the stock to 
cut the contour of a sole there- 
from. It is evident that this appar- 
atus will function efficiently if the 
relative motions of the movable ta" 
hie and the cutting knife are so 
-ynchroni/.el that the latter auto- 
matically starts to funtion as soon 
as there is stiff icent clamping pres- 
sure to prevent the stock from 
moving. After the cutting cycle has 
been completed, the fluid pressure 
is released from the movable table 
which descends by virtue of its 
weight. The stock is then placed in 
position for the next cut and the 
process is repeated. 

Prior mechanisms for sychroniz- 
injr the clamping and cutting oper- 
ations have been unsatisfactory be- 
cause they required the use of spec 
ial cylinder packing which reduced 
the accuracy of the adjustments. 

It is therefore the object, of Mr. 
Stuart's invention to remove this 
disadvantage, and he accomplishes 
this result by constructing his ma- 
chine with direct mechanical con- 
nections that need none of the 
packings that have been the cause 
of the difficulties heretofore ex- 
perienced. His appartus is adjust- 
able for any thickness of sole stock 
by the simple turning of a hand- 
wheel.

The establishment of a customs 
union called "Benelux," among 
Belgium, the Netherlands, and 
Luxembourg, is a first step toward 
i abolishing economic barriers in 
these north-European lands long 
associated with tulips and poppies, 
w indmills, dikes, and wooden shoes 

Nearly 18.000,000 people are af- 
fected in the the two kingdoms of 
Belgium and the Netherlands and 
the tiny Grand Duchy of Luxem- 
bourg, notes the National Geogra- 
phic Society. 

Though the total area is smaller 
than that of Maine, the region 
holds extensive iron and coal de- 
posits, and has industrial and com- 
mercial interests reaching around 
the world. 

Big Oversea* Holdings 

The Netherlands and Belgium, 
in addition, have huge holdings 
overseas. Before the postwar in- 
dependence struggles in the Neth- 
erlands Indies. Dutch exporters 
supplied world markets with a 
large proportion of such valuable 
commodities as rubber, oil. tin, and 
quinine. 

Africa's Belgian Congo, with its 
varied raw materials, from copper 
to palm oil, peanuts to gold and 
diamonds, has a new importance as 
a source of uranium ores used in 
producing atomic power. 

At home, the Low- Countries — 
the Netherlands and Belgium — 
fight a never-ending battle against 
the North Sea's encroachments. 
Broad stone and earthen dikes, ris- 
ing high along the Netherlands 
shore, protect the fiat fertile farm- 
lands and the green meadows 
where grazing cattle indicate in- 
creasing restoration of the prewar 
dairy industry. 

Drainage and soil reconditioning 
are overcoming salt-water flood 
damage caused by retreasting Ger- 
mans. To expand its international 
shipping, the Netherlands has 
bought a number of converted war- 
time vessels. 

Built Medieval Trade 

Nextdoor Belgium, too. revives 
its peacetime industries whose 
history goes back to medieval traf- 
fic, when the old Flemish towns of 
Gent (Ghent). leper fVpres), and 
Brugge (Bruges I exchanged Btl- 
2'um flax and fine laces for Eng- 
lish word anil French wine--. 

Out of this early commerce Bel- 
gium built seme of Euron?'s finest 
medieval cat'ieJrah and !m'-n halls. 

Intensively cultivated farm and 
crazing lands in the Luxembourg 
highlands, rising from southern 
Belgium, account for many of the 
same products as those of the 
neMrhboring countries. 

The chief wealth of the Duchy, 
however, is in its iron ores and 
steel production. Its 300.0(H) people- 
normally turned mrt about half as 
much iron ore as Germany, and as 
much steel as Italy. Surplus iron 
long has been shipped to the man- 
ufacturing plants of Belgium, with 
which Luxembourg has been united 
in a separate customs union since 
1922. 



What's back of the objections to 
the anti-Red "'Vow" in Labor-Man- 
agement Relations Act, 1947 — 
(Taft-Hartley Act, so-called)? 

Many seem to ignore the fact 
that the Act is a law. Parts of it, 
to be sure, are optional, such as 
the anti-Red vow; but this part is 
necessary if the full provisions of 
the Act are too be utilized and en- 
joyed by the nation. The law has 
been given no trial whatever; but 
its purposes look fair to the na- 
tion. However, certain labor lead- 
ers and politicians are taking the 
position that to swear full allegi- 
ance to the United States is de- 
grading unnecessary, and unwar- 
ranted. They seem to believe that 
loyalty should be taken for granted 
and that the mere idea of anyone 
being forced to take the oath of al- 
legiance is equivalent to believing 
that they are traitors; and further, 
that no Communists would hesitate 
to take the anti-Red vow, for they 
would do so with mental reserva- 
tions and thus the provision is val- 
ueless anyhow. 

I wonder if Mr. Stassen and oth- 
ers who "lash" the anti-Red vow, 
remember the oath that is taken 
by all Presidents of the United 
States, by all Governors (Stassen, 
himself, took an oath), all Sena- 
tors, Congressmen, and others 
elected as officeholders? Millions 
of citizens have taken the oath of 
allegiance: the Armed Services, 
every member of every Fraternal 
Order, every tehool child even. 
They take it every day and they 
all do so willingly and proudly. 
What under the sun is back of this 
fight against constant renewal of 
faith, by oath, in the Constitution 
of these United States and/or that 
for which it stands ? 

1 will tell you what appears to 
me to be back of this most regret- 
table and alarming crisis: Can it 
not be said that certain labor lead- 
ers are refusing to "take the vow" 
simply as an attempt to kill or 
modify the Act? Can it not be that 
certain politicians are "taking 
sides" simply in an attempt to get 
what votes they can from any or- 
ganized minority groups? Both 
courses may simply be the at- 
tempts of ambitious men to retain 
or to gain power; but, if so, we 
better think this one over. 

According to the press, Harold 
E. Stassen takes the position that 
it is not necessary for top Union 
officials to " take the vow," that 
"it should only pertain to those of- 
ficers who have direct authority- 
over a specific Union." He demand- 
ed mollification of the ruling. 

Well, the N. L. R. Board may- 
change the ruling of its attorney 
simply because the whole Act now 
faces an impasse; also, if and when 
it reaches the Supreme Court, that 
body could interpret the Act ac- 
cording to what they Ixdieve to be 
the necessities of the moment. To 
me, a layman, our Courts — when 
called upon for interpretations of 
any law— should frst attempt to 
digest the written words; then, 
when interpretation is possible, as 
is usual, they must go back of the 
law and rely on the intent of Con- 
gress. Never should any Court 
attempt to rely on current clamor 
of any minority or even majority. 
When we have legislation by our 
Courts, we have given up the last 
safeguard of our Democracy. 

To both such kinds of minds, I 
can but offer the thought that all 
over the world is a crisis — induced 
wholly b-- ambitious men attempt- 
ing to control all people by play- 
ing upon the emotions of organized 
minorities. Our country — to main- 
tain its original ideology — must 
maintain two-party government 
and forever resist the vested in- 
terests of all or any minority. 

It has always been that any law 
can and should be amended when- 
ever found unfair or wrong; but 
the public will insist now upon or- 
derly procedure. Our citizens just 
do not understand why anyone — 
at any time -.anywhere— for any 
reason— refuses to take any anti- 
Red vow and they really want to 
know why '.'

Which the Winchester Art Asso- 
ciation is showing this month at 
the library art gallery make up a 
Colorful show with several unusual 
8 u bjects rep rese n t ed . 

Wandering off the beaten art 
path Mr. Jones has chosen to paint, 
for instance, a Street in South 
Boston, which is chiefly distin- 
guished by a green junkie's -hack 
huddling in a line of other non- 
descript hovels under a -lab-sided 
brownish building with a church 
spire in the distance. 

Most artiste paint waterside 
scenes at Rockport. Mr. Jones 
chose to do a rural mail-box, aslant 
on its pole beside a rough board- 
walk with a background of trees 
and red house; and a bit of an old 
grave-yard. Other unusual subjects 
are Circus Mess Tent. Fast Recap- 
tured and Merrimac Square. 

In each of these the artist has 
been very successful in suggesting: 
the atmosphere for the subject. In 
fa< t he is obviously more concern- 
ed with creating an impression 
than with such technical details as 
perspective, proportion and line. A 
stylist could easily criticise draft- 
manship, but he would have to ad- 
mit interest. He might not under- 
stand Past Recaptured, with its 
goats in a deserted village street 
and the skeleton branches of 
whitened trees writhing to frame 
tenantless houses, he mitrhr even 
decry the imagination which con- 
ceived the picture, but he would 
have to admit the imagination is 
there. 

Tin.;' Boats, Xew York, is a large 
study, showing two of these sturdy 
craft breasting bluish water with a 
typical city sky-line in the dis- 
tance. There are two studies of 
Seward. Alaska. After the Rain 
and a street scene, the second being 
very luminous. Winter Bouquet. 
Studio Table and Prelude in White 
are stil! life studies, the la-^t being 
flowers in a blue vase beside the 
keyboard of a piano. 

One of the best pictures in the 
show is Concord Twilight, a snow 
study, full of brooding calm, sug- 
gested by the clever use of purples. 
The skv treatment in this study is 
very effective. 

Libby House. Groveland, is a 
•^trikintr study of a red house hulk- 
ing large against a lower bluish- 
gray building with a snowy settintr. 
a lantern on a pole and a tall bare 
tree for added interest.

The schedule of conceits for tlve 
first season of the Winchester 
Community Concert Association 
has just been announced by Mrs 
Neil Borden, president of that 
organization. At s ; 1 5 on Tuesday 
evening, January Cth, 1948, mem- 
bers of the Association will hear 
Jesus Maria Sanroma, "one of the 
most thoroughly cosmopolitan 
piano virtuosos", already well- 
known to Boston Symphony fans 
for his delightful interpretations 
of both classical and modern 
music.

"Suppose some group 
ed that the world-wide depression, 
with the upheavals occurring in 
many foreign government-, seem- 
ed like an opportune time to also 
change our form of government, 
how would they go about it? 

No such minds would ever con- 
sider changing our form of govern- 
ment by any of the methods at- 
tempted across the seas. Ameri- 
cans have not been living under au- 
tocracies, thereby through custom 
in the habit of being told what to 
do. It could not be accomplished 
that way. A change would have to 
be almost unnoticeable anil appeal- 
ing at first glance — a new order 
promised without the loss of indi- 
viduality. 

Now America had great wealth, 
few individuals were dependent on 
their Government for anything. No 
government could ever have cen- 
tralized control with these condi- 
tions prevailing. A plan could work 
as follows: 

First, get as many of the popula- : 
tion as possible dependent on the 
government for their daily bread; 
next, control agriculture ami in- 
dustry as firmly as possible: regu- 
i late prices and wages; tret control 
of the banks and all public utili- 
ties; borrow huge sum- 1 , as much 
of it as possible, from the bank-: 
tret all mortgages possible on priv- 
ate homes; loan business all they 
will take; in fai t spend the entire 
resource-: of the country and have 
the Government control all the 
loan-. Tax surpluses of all busin- 
ess companies as much as possible. 
In fact, do away with all property 
by spending it. 

' By such a (flan, if it could be ac 
enmplished in its entirety, central- 
ized control would result without a 
-i aggie. P would automatically 
happen. The Government would !>. 
supreme and the State would come 
fns'. Of course. this was not the 
plan in America, but the results 
may come out that way if we are 
rot careful." 



As Congress must consider the 
so-called "Marshall Plan" and other 
spending spheres, we must ap- 
praise the whole picture.

Because 
this immunity is produced in 
the person inoculated by ac- 
tive participation of the cells of 
his body, it is called active im- 
munity. The protection produced 
has a prolonged effect, therefore 
vaccines are most useful in preven-

CONVALESCENT SERUM is an 

immune serum that is obtained 
from an individual who has re- 
cently recovered from a certain 
disease. 

ToXlNS an prepared from the 
sterile filtrates of bacterial cultures 
and are used primarily to test an 
Individual's resistance to the des- 
tructive effects of the organism 
responsible for the formation. 
Very dilute diphtheria toxin is em- 
ployed in the Schick test that is 
Used to determine immunity to 
diphtheria. TOXOIDS are slow in 
acting and effective in producing 
active immunity. ANTITOXINS 
are prepared from the blood of 
animal-, usually horses, that have 
been immunized with toxins or 
toxoids. Their primary value is in 
the treatment of diseases charact- 
erized bv a toxemia, as diphtheria, 
scarlet fever or lockjaw. TOXIN- 
ANTITOXIN is a special produce 
that is prepared only for immuni- 
zation against diphtheria, GAMMA 
GLOBULIN is the fraction of 
human blood serum. This immune 
serum is used for the modification 
of measles in children of all ages. 

In summing up. vaccines and 
toxoids are employed in active im- 
munization; serums and antitoxins- 
in passive immunization are treat- 
ment. It is a satisfaction to be able 
to employ these terms correctly 
when discussing family problems 
with friends, and it seems impor- 
tant that we should be able to 
visualize the reasons behind the 
use of these various products.

December 11, 
at the Parish Hall of the Church of 
The Epiphany with Mrs. William 
E. SpauWing, local president, con- 
ducting the business meeting and 
calling for reports from League 
chairmen. 

Mrs. Malcolm Nichols gave a 
brief and very interesting resume 
of the New York Conference which 
a number of Winchester Leaguers 
attended in October. l>uring the 
Conference opportunity was given 
for a visit to U. N. and Mrs. 
Nichols urged everyone who could 
to visit U. N. and see the work 
that goes on there. 

The Social Welfare Committee 
through Miss Grace Wills, a well- 
known Winchester Social Worker, 
presented Dr. Miriam Van Waters, 
Superintendent of the Women's Re- 
formatory, who spoke on "Life at 
Sherborn." Dr. Van Waters, a 
national authority in the field of 
juvenile delinquency, deeply im- 
pressed her audience with her cap- 
abilities, her understanding, and 
her deep interest in helping women 
offenders return to society as use- 
ful citizens. 

She pointed out a number of re- 
forms needed and urged women to 
work toward a better system of 
parole, but she voiced no note of 
discouragement, no feeling of hope- 
lessness, but a belief that with a 
scientific outlook, with religion 
lending its aid, with the offenders 
trained to take their places again 
in society, and with their release 
granted when they were ready for 
responsibility outside the institu- 
tion, we may we!! be hopeful. 

Social Workers such as Dr. Van 
Waters and Miss Wills, devoting 
their lives to women offenders and 
social needs, do make Massachu- 
setts women hopeful.

It commenced to snow midway 
through the morning on Tuesday 
and by noon time a real storm was 
in full swing. The snow while very- 
light was especially slippery and 
cars without chains were having 
trouble right from the start. By 
mid-afternoon machines without 
chains were getting stuck every- 
where and bad traffic tieups were 
reported on Main street at Black 
Horse hill, on upper Main street, 
at Elmwood avenue and on Cam- 
bridge street at Glen road. 

Police had to be sent to these 
points to unsnarl traffic, but none 
of these jams were comparable to 
the one on Forest street near the 
Stoneham line. There hist minute 
shoppers on the way home invari- 
ably got stuck trying to make the 
hill and highway crews trying to 
keep the roads open had their ef- 
forts reduced to a minimum by the 
-tailed machines. 

The jam of stalled car- resulted 
in long lines of cars both way-, 
and finally Assistant Street Sup- 
erintendent Mike Grant tailed onto 
key cars in the snarl and pushed 
them over the line into Stoneham 
in an effort to get traffic going and 
permit his crews to resume plow- 
ing. 

About 9 o'clock highway crews 
discovered a big bulge in the 
street on Church street in front of 
the Winchester Trust Company. In- 
vestigation disclosed a bad water 
leak at that point and Water De- 
partment crews found that the 
connection leading from the big 
main on Church street, into the 
Trust Company had broken. Water 
Department men working with 
compressors got down to the break 
through icy water that flooded the 
street and added to the traffic haz- 
ard, remaining on the job all night 
until a new connection had been 
installed.

Three of eight railroads which 
enter the Hampton Roads area are 
devoted almost exclusively to 
bringing coal from the vast bitu 
minoils fields centered 400 rail 
miles inland from the port in moun 
tainous West Virginia. A belt line, 
owned equally by the eight trunk 
line* - , expedites freight distribution 
among terminals, factories, and 
warehouses of the inlet -dented 
port. 

Sheltered and always ice-free, 
Hampton Roads has a mean annual 
temperature of 59.4 degrees, and a 
tide rise of only 2Vs feet. Central 
in location among Atlantic coast 
ports, it can accommodate 50 ocean 
vessels at its piers at one time. 

Hampton Roads, never crowded 
despite unceasing traffic of freight- 
ers, liners, tankers, trawlers, bat- 
tlewagons, submarines, cabin 
cruisers, and the rest, ranks as the 
finest natural harbor between New 
York and Rio de Janeiro.

The dazzling display of the p Jar 
aurora, or "northern lights," is 
yielding its secrets to an eight- 
year study coonducted by the Na- 
tional Geographic Society and 
Cornell University. 

I>r Carl Gartlein of the Cornell 
physics department, who is direct- 
mo- the project, says that the re- 
search lias resulted in valuable ad- 
ditions to an understanding of the 
aurora's nature and behavi n\ The 
survey is continuing. 

The heavenly spectacle, with its 
icy-white beams and fluttering 
colors, has awed and mystified 
people since Bible times, but in 
recent years its scientific cause has 
become known. Writing in the 
November issue of the National 
Geographic Magazine, Dr. Gartlein 
explains the phenomenon as fol- 
lows :

gigantic hose. Sometimes they 
pour out for weeks at a time. 
Like Lawn Sprinkler 
"As the sun revolves on its axis, ! 
these huge streams sweep around 
through space much as do the jets 
of water issuing from a rotatinir. 
lawn sprinkler. Every s often 
one of them catches the earth in its 
path, and then for hours or days 
our planet is drenched with this 
shower of electrified particles. 

"When one of these streams ap- 
proaches the earth, it encounters 
an invisible held of magnetic force 
that forms a sort of nebulous en- 
vel pe extending out thousands of 
miles around the earth. It is exact- 
ly the same kind of field of force 
that exists around an ordinary 
horseshoe magnet and is what 
guides compass needles toward the 
north. 

"This magnet ic field diverts most 
of the onru.-hing sun particles to- 
ward the north and south polar 
regi >is. There they speed down in- 
to the upper nart of the earth's at- 
mosphere and collide with atoms of 
the rarefied upper air. 

"The collisions excite the atoms 
so that they (five off light, setting 
up a glow which can he seen from 
the earth far below. Thi> glow is 
the aurora." 

The research. Dr. Gartlein says, 
has shown definitely that there 
is a close connection between 
magnetic storms, the auiora. and 
sunspots. The same showers »f 
particles that produce the aurora 
cause magnetic storms which make 
radio, telephone, and telegraph 
communications impossible or at 
least unreliable for hours. 
Avoid Effects of Magnetic Storms 
"Fortunately," D r . Gartlein 
writes, "if we have warning of a 
magnetic st frm, some of its bad 
effects can be avoided. Radio mes- 
sages can be rerouted to by-pass 
disturbed portions of the iono- 
sphere, and land communications 
lines can be protected temporarily 
against disturbances. That is one

State Fire Marshal Edward H. 
Whittemore is asking the people of 
Massachusetts to make this Christ- 
mas the safes* in history. He 
states: 

"The Christmas season brings 
with it every year a long list of 
fire tragedies, and the usual warn- 
ing's can well be repeated at this 
time. 

"Yule-tide decorations of all 
kinds must be given particular 
attention. Whether it Ik- the cus- 
tomary Christmas tree or the more 
elaborate festive draperies of a 
large social occasion, one can 
never he too sure that they will not 
contribute in a large measure as 
readily ignitab'o fuel for a fire. 
Draperies, festoons, banners and 
decorative material of all kinds 
should be of incombustible mat- 
erial, or at least adequately flame- 
proofed against accidental ignition 
as in the case of h carelessly 
dropped cigarette or from a short- 
circuit in defective electrical 
wiring. In this state the law is 
definite and specific with regard to 
the use of any inflammable 
materials of this nature when 
used as decorations in public build- 
ings or places of assembly. Such 
use is po 

written permission 
from the fire chief, and penalties 
are provided for violation. 

"Next comes the question of 
adequate and safe electrical wiring 
of all kinds, whether it be the 
use of already installed circuits or 
temporary connections on port- 
able equipment. Be sure that all 
such is in proper condition at the 
time of use. Whenever in doubt 
be sure that a competent licensed 
electrician examines the instal- 
lation for this purpose alone. 

"Be certain that no branch cir- 
cuit is overloaded beyond the 
proper capacity of the fuse which 
protects it. Too often this has been 
the cause of tragedies which have 
resulted in the loss of many lives. 

"After Christmas be sure that 
the accumulation of waste paper, 
dried-out foliage and other refuse 
is promptly and safely disposed of. 
being sure that it is not merely 
piled up to provide a better chance 
for a fire in another place. 

The constant introduction of 
new material, highly inflammable 
under certain conditions, even into 
the manufacture of toys designed 
for nothing more than to make 
some child happy or to amuse the 
grown-ups, can frequently become 
hazardous in the hands of those 
not familiar with the material in- 
volved. Make sure that some res- 
ponsible adult in the family knows 
that such gifts are on the safe 
side in order that their use may- 
provide happiness, not create a 
tragedy. 

"Your local fire department or 
the office of the State Fire Mar- 
sha! are always available and 
ready to assist in determining the 
existence of any hazard that may 
be involved whenever the infor- 
mation is not available from other

In the partitioning of Palestine 
voted by the United Nations, where 
do the Bible shrines and landmarks 
fall ? 

Galilee and Phoenicia in the 
north. Samaria and Judaea in the 
center, and Philistia and Edom in 
the south were the large divisions 
of the Holy Land 2,000 years ago, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. Current partition parcels 
bear little relation to these ancient 
areas. 

The projected international zone 
in the hills of Judaea includes 
Jerusalem, city of 157,000 people, 
and a surrounding area reaching 
eastward to the Mount of Olives 
and south to Bethlehem. The town 
of Christ's birth is now an Arab 
community of 9,000. 

"Dan Even to Beersheba" 

Within this trusted zone are 
many shrines of three great re- 
ligions. Among the most sacred are 
the Wailing Wall of the Jews, the 
Moslems' Mosque of Omar, and the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre of 
the Christians. 

Calvary, Solomon's Temple, Mt. 
Zion, Gethsemane. Bethany, Job's 
Well, the Valleys of Hinnon and 
Jehosaphat, the Pools of Bethesda 
and Siloam have their site- in the 
zone, some outside and some within 
modern Jerusalem. 

The Holy Land of the Old Tes- 
tament ranged "from Dan even to 
Br%rshoba." The site of Dan, close 
to the source of the Jordan River, 
i- in the northeasternmost tip of 
modem Palestine. Capernaum and 
Bethsaida, on the shores of the Sea 
of Galilee, were aUo in this region 
of eastern Galilee, now assigned 
to the proposed Jewish state. 

Becrsheba today is an Arab town 
45 miles southwest or Jerusalem. 
Center of the Edom district of 
Bible time-, its position is fat- 
north in Palestine's big southern 
triangle of desert land. Most of 
this southern desert Is apportioned 
to the Jewish state as a colon- 
ization area. It holds the Negeb, 
where shepherds watched their 
flocks, and Cath of the Philistines. 

Armageddon in Jewish State 

Third sector of the Jewish state 
is the fertile coastal plain from 
south of Jafa to north of Haifa. 
Under British mandate, Jewish Im- 
migrants have developed scores of 
communities in this Mediterranean 

! region, including Tel Aviv, modern 
city of 171,000 Jews. Biblically, 
the sector consists of the Plain of 
Sharon, Mt. Carmel. and the Plain 
of Esdraelon, site of prophetic Ar- 
mageddon.

and the Wilderness of Judah arc 
among its familiar Bible names.

Let us waste no time on Russia's 
repudiation of so much of " ner nat- 
ional debt, nor her draining off 
about nine-tenths of her circulating 
currency. 

It was a drastic step to end a 
disastrous inflation which stemmed 
from the same source as our own, 
to wit: too much money and too 
few goods for the money to buy. 
Russia chose simply to reduce the 
supply of money. 

American reaction to Stalin's 
move is: "It can't happen here." 

Well, something very much like 
it DID happen here in I'Xii. and 
can happen here AGAIN* if a Pres- 
ident sees tit. 

Remember when President Roo- 
sevelt clipped the gold content of 
the dollar by 40.4';. just 9.6''- be- 
low the maximum permitted him 
by the Thomas amendment to the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
that first "New Deal" Congress? 

By a stroke of the pen he marked 
up the "value" of our gold supply 
by approximately $2.8 billions. 
This was called a "profit." It was 
a paper profit, to be sure, but 
$800,000,000 immediately went in- 
to the general fund of the Treas- 
ury, where it was used to enlarge 
the government's balance with the 
Eederal Reserve Banks. Two bil- 
lion dollars were set aside as a 
stabilization fund to be operated, 
without report, either to Congress 
or the Public, by the Treasury. 

Mr. Roosevelt could have used 
this huge gold increment to pay 
off a portion of the public debt had 
he so desired. He could have ap- 
nliod to that purpose nearly $•>.- 
000,000,000 — quite an item back in 
1934. 

Such an act would have been a 
virtual repudiation of a material 
part of the public debt. 

The power to devalue the gold 
dollar by an additional 0.6'; . coupl- 
ed with the power to devalue silver 
by 50'',, constituted a daTTgcrVius 
weapon in the hand of the Pres- 
ident if, as in Russia today, he 
should find the public debt getting 
so far out of hand that it endan- 
gered the economy. That is why 
the Republicans of Congress, in 
1943, led a successful fight to end 
that power. 

But the President still retains 
the power to devalue silver by 
50';, and ever since 1933 the 
Treasury has been purchasing 
silver in large volume. Thus, an- 
other stroke of the pen could create 
another paper "profit," and the In- 
crement could be used to pay off 
a portion of the debt. 

So if we "view with alarm" the 
Russians' use of arbitrary power 
over currency, let's remember the 
New Deal had it. Used it. Still 
has it.

101- FOOT SPIRE TOPS 
SALISBURY CATHEDR \L 

The |o l-foot spire of Salisbury 
Cathedral, recently pr nounced in a 
perilous condition, tops a structure 
unique in England as the work of 
a single generation. 

Unlike many edifices which have 
required centuries for completion, 
the Salisbury Cathedral - started in 
1220 was built in about 40 years. 
The National Geographic Society 
points out that it has a door f ir 
every month, a window for every 
day." a column for every hour 
in the year. 

The graceful spire has withstood 
the buffeting of many a strontr 
wind, but. it cracked during a storm 
in 1930, Christopher Wren had dis- 
covered that the spire was not ex- 
actly Upright, and t day the cap- 
stone is two feet off center. 
Old Roman Fortress 
Now a city of 26,000 residents 
80 miles southwest of Igindon. 
Salisbury had an unusual exper- 
ience when still a village. Then 
known as Sarum, an old Roman 
fortress, it was removed from 
foundati *ns atop a hill to rise 
again two miles south on the bank 
of the Avon River. The hilltop 
location had been cold, windy, and 
remote from a water supply. 

The stones of the old Sarum 
Cathedral were taken to build the 
present cathedra! on the new site. 
F.ven the old R man road was 
shifted. The village became New 
Sarum, a name later changed to 
Salisbury. 

Now a prosperous market com- 
munity. Salisbury retains some 
medieval landmarks. Old ga*es of 
the walled town still stand. One 
old guildhall is preserved as a 
national trust: another forms the 
entrance to a motion picture house. 
Stonehenge Near By 
The city has characteristics n .t 
uncommon to cathedral commu- 
nities. The bishop's palace is in a

Under the United Nations plan 
partitioning Palestine into Jewish 
anil Arab areas, Jerusalem itself 
will be administered by internat- 
ional trusteeship. The international 
area will include many shrines 
of the surrounding countryside, 
leaching southward more than six 
miles to include Bethlehem, Christ's 
birthplace, 

Within the walled Holy City, 
streets are narrow and crooked. 
Separate sections are occupied by 
Mohammedans, Jews, Christians, 
and Armenians. The foremost 
shrine of the Christians, in the 
northwest quarter, is the Church of 
the Holy Sepulchre, standing on 
the presumed site of the tomb of 
Jesus. 

City Often Embattled 

Outside the walled city, a Jeru- 
salem of modern offices anil apart- 
ments, bmad avenues, and land- 
scaped homes is both Hebrew and 
Moslem. The British administra- 
tion has beep centered around the 
King David Hotel, just west of the 
walled portion, and close to the 
heart of commerce at Zion Square. 

Still farther west is Jerusalem's 
"white way"' of cafes, theaters, and 
smart shops. On the outskirts, the 
Hebrew University, opened in 1925, 
flourishes on Mt. Scopus near the 
Mount of Olives. In 1939 an elabor- 
ate medical center came on the 
scene. A pipeline carrying the flow 
of mountain springs 10 miles rem- 
edied the dangerously low water 
supply a decade ago. 

The "City of Peace" has beer, 
often embattled. Some 3,500 years 
ago, long before King David cap- 
tured it and made it his capital, it 
was tin Egyptian village, Solomon 
brought it to its greatest glory. 
Titus destroyed it, A. D. 70. 

In the 4th century. Constantine 
the Great, converted to Christian- 
ity', restored Jerusalem's holy 
places. After 637 it remained in 
Moslem hands, except for the brief 
success of the first Christian Cru- 
sade from Europe.
